COST OF LIVING INDEX 
AT RECORD HIGH, 11.4 PCT. 
ABOVE PRE-KOREA LEVEL 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP) 
HE cost of living, as meas- 
T ured by the Government 
soared to a record high in 
mid-June. 

Figures made public today 
by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics showed that on June 
15 the price of food, clothing, 
rent, entertainment and other 
daily living costs was 189.6 
per cent of the 1935-1939 
period. 

That was 11.4 per cent 
higher than two years ago, 
just before the Korean fight- 
ing started. 

The cost-of-living index 
jumped five-tenths of a point 
| over the previous record high 
| for last January, under the 
pressure of higher costs for 
food, rent and miscellaneous 
goods and services. 

About 40,000 wage-earners 
may get a pay increase as a 
result of the new index. These 
workers have contracts which 
tie their wages to the rise and 
fall of the index.

The Circuit Court grand jury 
has found no evidence of any law 
violations. in the recent wholesale 
transfers of election clerks by the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
but will be alert to investigate 
any irregularities that come to 
its attention, it reported today. 

In a preliminary report to Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert L. Aronson, the 
jury said it had been “gravely dis- 
turbed” by newspaper reports the | 
board had filled vacancies among 
Democratic election clerks from 
those recommended by a “readily 
identifiable faction” of the party 
and had made wholesale transfers 
and reassignments without appar- 
ent justification. However, it 
found the board had power to ap- 
point and assign clerks and it 
could discover no law violations 
thus far, it said. 


More Discrepancies. 


It promised to be alert to any 
irregularities coming to its atten- 
tion in both the primary election 
of Aug. 5 and in the recently 
completed canvass of registered 
voters. Investigation by the Post- 
Dispatch continued to reveal ex-f 
tensive discrepancies in the can- 
vass in some precincts of five 
wards with heavy Negro popula- 
tions, in addition to those found 
yesterday in the Eighteenth Ward. 

The Election Board, in its own 
re-canvass of 13 pfecincts in the 
Fifth, Sixth and Nineteenth 
wards, uncovered 284 discrepan- 
cies in the original canvass. An

MALIK SAYS ILLNESS

DELAYS VACATION

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., July 
24— The illness of a woman in 
Russia and not the possibility of 
an imminent Korean truce caused 
Soviet delegate Jacob A. Malik to 
cancel his Russian holiday, sup- 
posed to have started Tuesday 
with his sailing on the Holland- 
American liner Nieuw Amster- 
dam. 

When word of the cancellation 
got out last week, it was generally 
speculated that Malik had inside 
information on an impending Ko- 
rean truce which, in turn, would 
call for U.N. meetings at which 
Russia would want to be repre- 
sented by a first-string man. 

However, Malik since has ex- 
plained as follows: He can’t start 
his vacation until he is relieved 
by Semyon K. Tsarapkin, his dep- 
uty, who is in Russia. Tsarapkin 
is delayed in leaving Russia be- 
cause his aunt is ill. Malik hopes 
to get away in about three weeks.

Jordan W. Chambers, 
powerful Negro politician, is 
Democratic committeeman of the 
Nineteenth Ward. 


Clerks Interrogated. 

The Election Board today began 
interrogating clerks who made the 
original canvass in precincts in 
which widespread discrepancies 
have been discovered. Paul C. 
Calcaterra, board chairman, said 
clerks who are unable to give a 
satisfactory explanation will be 
fired. 

Disclosure of irregularities fol- 
lowed a drastic shake-up of 
election officials ordered by the 
Election Board in 13 of the city’s 
28 wards shortly before the city- 
wide canvass. Supporters of 
former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 
who is seeking the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination, had 
pointed out the possibility of er- 
rors by the transfer of clerks to 
precincts with which they were 
unfamiliar. ‘ 

Election Board re-canvassers, 
completing a check of 13 pre- 
cincts of the Jifth, Sixth and 
Nineteenth Wards, scratched 284 
names the original canvassers had 
left on the lists. A total of 694 
had been removed the first time. 

List ef Precincts. 

Precincts checked included No. 
17 in the Fifth ward; 18, 21, 22, 
25 and 28 in the Sixth ward, and 
3, 5, 10, 13, 20, 24 and 28 in the 
Nineteenth ward. 

In spot checking 32 precincts 
in six wards, the re-canvassers 
removed 83 more names. The sec- 
ond total of those scratched was 
296, as compared with 213 in the 
first canvass. 

Most of the irregularities re- 
sulted from failure to scratch 
voters who have moved from their 
listed addresses. Instances were 
found in which the voter moved 
as long as five years ago. 

Sharp Variations. 

The Election Board, which is 
meeting through Saturday to hear 
complaints of persons who con- 
tend their names were improperly 
removed from the registration 
lists, restored about 250 names 
to the lists yesterday. 

The board office will remain 
open until 9 p.m. today and to- 
morrow and until 5 p.m. Satur- 
day for this purpose. It opens 
daily at 9 a.m. 

Calcaterra said there is a need 
for persons to serve as deputy 
election commissioners in the pri- 
mary. One deputy is required for 
each of the 794 precincts, but so 
far the board has been given the 


names of only 150 prospective 
workers.

Instead they got a broadly 
worded plank calling for improve- 
ment of “congressional procedures 
so that majority rule prevails and 
decisions can be made after rea- 
sonable debate without being 
blocked by a minority in either 
house.” 

“We will continue our efforts 
to eradicate discrimination based 
on race, religion or national 
origin,” the civil rights section 
stated after calling for equal 
opportunities for voting, educa- 
tion, economic advancement and 
living conditions.

CHICAGO, July 24 (AP)—The 
President was represented today 
as highly pleased with the Demo- 
cratic party’s 1952 platform. 


The platform, gaveled through 
the National Convention early to- 
day, was built on the premise of 
“peace, prosperity and progress, 
which the President laid down as 
long ago as last January in a 
message to a Midwestern Demo- 
cratic conferénce. 

Although the platform won the 
convention’s approval on a voice 
vote, it still carried the threat of 
a revolt by some of the Southern 
states. 

Mississippi and Georgia were 
recorded against it and Gov. 
James F. Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina, a leader in the southern 
fight against signing the loyalty 
pledge, told a reporter: 

“Of course it is stronger than 
the platform of four years ago.” 

He was alluding to the civil 
rights section, which said “We 
will continue our efforts to eradi- 
cate discrimination based on race, 
religion or national origin.” 

It also promised a federal Fair 
Employment Practices Commis- 
sion, anti-lynching and anti-poll- 
tax legislation. 

The civil rights issue was be- 
hind the refusal of South Caro- 
lina, Virginia and Louisana to 
subscribe to the watered-down 
loyalty pledge under which mem- 
bers would have been required to 
do what they could to get this 
convention’s nominees on the 
November ballots in their states. 

Northern sponsors of the rule, 
evidently fearful of driving the 
Dixie contingents into the arms 
of Gen, Dwight Eisenhower and 
the Republicans, toned it down to 
provide an escape clause where 
such a pledge would contravene 
state laws or state party organi- 
zation rules. 

“Won't Sign Anything.” 

Nevertheless, Virginia, South 
Carolina and Louisiana refused 
to sign. 

Said spokesman Senator Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia: 

“We won't give a damn inch 
—we won't sign anything.” 

National Chairman Frank Mc- 
Kinney, at rope’s end in his ef- 
forts to keep the Southerners in 
line, told reporters that if they 
do not sign the loyalty pledge 
the three states cannot vote.

CHICAGO, July 24 (UP)—The 
Democratic party handed its heart 
last night to Alben W. Barkley. 

It was in part payment of the 
gigantic debt it owes its grandest 
old man. 

For one hour and 52 minutes 
the 74-year-old Vice President 
stood gallantly in the heat and 
glare of bright lights before 
12,500 other Democrats. 

For 46 minutes of that time he 
talked, delivering off the cuff an 
address so packed with the old- 
time religion of Democratic poli- 
tics that at times he had his hear- 
ers shouting and all but weeping. 

The other hour and six minutes 
he spent receiving — humbly but 
gaily—-a great outpouring of af- 
fection. 

Since 1905, long before a good 
half of the thousands jammed in 
convention hall last night were 
born, Alben William Barkley has 
been serving his party’s causes. 

This year he got the idea that 
the Democrats, having made him 
a Vice President, might need his 
services as President. He came to 
his party’s thirty-first convention 
here ready and willing to take on 
the job. 

His Deepest Hurt. 


Last. Monday he was told that 
the mén for whom he had done 
a lot, the leaders of organized 
labor, did not want him and 
would not support him. They told 
him bluntly that he was too old. 

The Veep had been hurt before 
—when the party sidetracked him 
for Vice President in 1940, when 
his beloved F.D.R. _ stingingly 
vetoed a tax bill he had guided 
through the Senate, on numerous 
occasions when other men for 
various reasons were pushed 
ahead of him in the party’s hon- 
ors list. 

This time the hurt was deep- 
est of all. Always before good 
old Alben had licked his wounds 
and then gone selflessly back to 
work. 

This time he issued a bitter 
statement withdrawing from the 


race, 

He left a sorely divided con- 
vention and got ready to go home 
to Paducah. He was an angry 
man, His “walk” lasted just two 
days. Democratic National Chair- 
man Frank E. McKinney told 
him* he was the one man who 
could pull the party together. 

So last night Alben Barkley 
took on one more chore for the’ 
Democrats. 

Possibly it was his valedictory, 
although he would never con- 
cede that.

Loyalty Pledge Showdown. 

Meanwhile the governors of 
three Southern states whose dele- 
gations have refused to accept a 
party loyalty pledge demanded a 
speedy showdown on their status 
in the convention. 

Their action foreshadowed a 
possible quick answer to the ques- 
tion of whether the three states 
might bolt. 

Govs. James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina, John S, Battle of Vir- 
ginia and Robert F. Kennon of 
Louisiana formally asked conven- 
tion chairman Sam Rayburn to 
tell them whether their states 
will be allowed to cast their 64 
presidential nominating votes, 

Orville Freeman, chairman of 
the Minnesota delegation, told 
delegates he would try to get rec- 
ognition to mak point of order 
against Louisiana, South Carolina 
or Virginia if they try to vote. 

Rayburn previously had told 
reporters the names of the three 
states would be called on the 
roll, but that if any challenge 
were raised to their yoting he 
would “follow the rules of the 
convention” in ruling on the 
point. 

It is up to Clarence Cannon, 
parliamentarian, to interpret the 
rules, with Rayburn making the 
decision, Any Rayburn ruling 
could be appealed to a floor vote.

Highlights of the observations 
of publicly owned transit sys- 
tems in Cleveland, Toronto and 
Detroit last week by the Mayor’s 
Committee on Transit Ownership 
were related to the Post-Dispatch 
today by Samuel H. Liberman, 
chairman. 

His description was favorable 
as to the operations of the inde- 
pendent Cleveland Transit Sys- 
tem (CTS) and Toronto Transpor- 
tation Commission (TTC) and un- 
favorcble as to the politically 
controlled Department of Street 
Railways (DSR) in Detroit. In 
general, the commission’s find- 
ings coincided with analytical ar- 
ticles about the transit service 
in these three cities published 
in the Post-Dispatch, respectively, 
last Feb. 14, Feb. 13 and June 26. 

“Our first impression in Cleve- 
land,” said Liberman, a lawyer, 
“was that morale was very high. 
CTS is subject to no political 
pressures. It paid off a $17,000.- 
000 debt during the war, when it 
couldn't use surpluses to buy new 
equipment. 

Rapid-Transit Route. 

“They are enthusiastic about 
the new rapid-transit route to the 
east, on which they are working 
now.

These busses give frequent 
service to a free municipal lot on | 
the lake front and a private lot | 
to the east, outside the congested | 
district, charging 25 cents a day | 
for parking. 

“There is fairly frequent tran- | 
sit service in Cleveland in the 
base period of the day, between 
rush periods. CTS has the advan- 
tage of being able to put fare in- 
creases into effect immediately, 
if. it is compelled to in order to 
meet rising costs, and it was | 
about to increase fares when we | 
were there. CTS pays no gross 
receipts tax to the city, but pays 
a property tax on the smal) 
amount of land it owns. 

Public Ownership No Panacea. 

“Clevelatd officials expressed 
the opinion that public ownership | 
is not a panacea—it wouldn't give | 
everybody a bus, whenever they | 
wanted to ride—but they feel | 
CTS has attained the same effi- 
ciency as private operation, and it 
has the benefit of not paying in- 
come taxes or state and federal 
taxes on motor fuel. The decline 
in passenger riding in Cleveland 
has been below the national aver- 
age decline. 

“CTS’s general counsel thought 
there would be no difference in 
the ratio of damage claims to rev- 
enue under public ownership com- 
pared with private ownership. 
This ratio is 9 or 10 per cent in 
St. Louis and 2% or 3 per cent 
in Cleveland, but I can’t explain 
what causes this difference in the 
handling of claims in the courts. 

“One of the St. Louis commit- 
tee members, James Smith Bush, 
has friends in Cleveland not con- 
nected with transit. They told him 
the people are. pleased with the 
public transit authority and think 
it is an improvement over the 
private system. 

“TI talked to a lawyer friend who 
has been prominent in the profes- 
sion and whose firm used to rep- 
resent the old private transit com- 
pany. He said he had vigorously 
opposed the change to public 
ownership, fearing political con- 
trol, but that he has found CTS 
operates without political control, 
but effectively and economically. 

Employe Relations. 

“He said he had his fingers 
crossed about the prospective 
rapid transit, as he fears they 
won't get enough travel, but he 
said he was wrong before and 
might be again. He said employe 
relationships have improved under 
CTS. Several other lawyer friends 
of mine expressed the belief that 
CTS has no political interference 
but is running efficiently and 
satisfactorily. 

“The transit board sits,

for the system, and they have 
found this works effectively. 
“Fach Cleveland newspaper has 
a reporter assigned full time to 
cover transit operations.” 
Toronto’s TTC, Liberman con- 
tinued, does not have civil ser- 
vice, but neither does national 
partisan politics enter into the 
municipal elections.

Profits and Losses. 

“If the suburban service pro- 
duces scme profit this is turned 
over to the suburb or distributed 
according to an agreed percent- 
age if more than one town is in- 
volved.

Profits go to the town’s general 
treasury, while losses are paid 
cut of the town’s general tax 
sources. 


“There is no through service. 
The passenger changes vehicles 


at the Toronto city limits and 


pays another fare. I would think 
it would be highly inadvisable to 
consider any plan for St. Louis 
that involved changing vehicles at 
the city limits. It would be diffi- 
cult to accustom our people to 
that, and I doubt that the subur- 
ban towns here would agree to it. 

“Toronto is very excited about 
the $50,000,000 subway TTC is 
building. It will run for four and 
a half miles under Yonge street. 
the main artery, which, like all 
the other streets there, is quite 
narrow. They just couidn’t ac- 
commodate streetcars and all the 
other traffic on the surface any 
longer. TTC wanted to buy the 
subway cars from St. Louis Car 
Co., but the duty would have 
been so high that they had to 
get them in Liverpool instead. 

More Riders in Torgnto. 

“The decline in transit riding 
in Toronto has been less than in 
the United States because of the 
high price of gasoline in Canada. 
Our general inquiries showed a 
favorable reaction to public own- 
ership in Toronto. A poll of the 
public taken within the last year 
showed 90 per cent in favor of 
public ownership. Hugh Scott, 
president of the Board of Trade, 
Toronto’s chamber of commerce, 
told us that public ownership 
was working out satisfactorily.” 

In all three cities visited by the 
committee, Liberman continued, 
the St. Louisans were told of the 
good management, good equip- 
ment and maintenance’ and ef- 
ficient operation of St. Louis 
Public Service Co. At Detroit, 
DSR’s general manager said he 
had been thinking of visiting St. 
Louis to observe the private util- 
ity’s methods. 

“Detroit’s transit,” Lieberman 
went on, “is just another depart- 
ment of the city government. 
The mayor has a veto on every- 
thing DSR does, and City Council 
has to approve all DSR contracts. 
The system is carrying a big pen- 
sion load, about $1,000,000 a year, 
for former employes.” 

The St. Louis committee gained 
the impression that under former 
mayors of Detroit any demands 
made by the unionized transit 
employes were granted. 

Kept 5-Cent Fare. 

“Detroit,” sald Liberman, “kept 
the 5-cent fare, when the rest of 
the country had gone to 10 cents, 
while Detroit was paying the in- 
creasing wages and other costs. 
Consequently DSR did not have 
the advantage of the wartime 
cushion of profits other transit 
utilities were able to build up. 

“DSR is in a bad way unless 
it gets some relief from the pen- 
sion costs. It is paying tremen- 
dous taxes to the city and county. 
Its civil service is administered 
by the city’s regular civil service 
department. . The officials think 
this is cumbersome and would 
prefer separate civil service like 
Cleveland’s. 

“DSR’s operating employes 
were assessed $4 each on each of 
the last four paydays. With this 
money the union has conducted 
a television program on Sundays, 


.jin which it vilified the manage- 


ment. It charged that DSR makes 
too exacting demands on the 
men, gives them insufficient 
time for lunch, creates hazardous 
conditions, and things like that. 
One transit man told us, ‘Our 
employes are the worst in the 
world; they are discourteous.’

W The lady from Missouri 
who married the cavalier 
from Kentucky has no occasion 
to weep at any time except to 
cry from joy and pride. 

Mrs. Alben Barkley of Wash- 
ington and Paducah, formerly a 
Hadley from St. Louis, will never 
forget that her husband, Vice 
President of the United States, 
was the most popular man at the 
Democratic national convention, 
whether or not he remains in 
politics, 

Seldom, if ever, has there been 
such an outpouring of affection 
for an elder statesman. The ova- 
tion for “Dear Alben” exceeded 
even the previous one for Eleanor 
Roosevelt.

MissouriGroup Still Wondering _

Lacking Word From Truman, They Remain 
Undecided How to Vote on 
First Ballot.

CHICAGO, July 24 — As the 
Democratic national convention

ARMY LISTS GEN. GROW 
DIARY AS “TOP SECRET 


Contents of Exhibit in Court- 
Martial Case Known to 
Russia for Year. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP) 
~The Army now has classified 
as “top secret” an American gen- 
eral’s diary whose contents have 
been known to Russia for a year. 

The move to prevent public 
knowledge of what the document 
contained, it became apparent 
today, is part of the iron cur- 
tain of secrecy thrown around 
the court-martial of Maj. Gen. 
Robert W. Grow. 

The diary is presumably “Ex- 
hibit A” of the trial, which began 


yesterday at Fort George G. 
Meade, Md. 

The case exploded in the 
Army’s face last January when 
a Communist book appeared in 
East Germany containing what it 
said were excerpts from the diary 
kept by Grow, then the military 
attache at the United States em- 
bassy in Moscow. 

The excerpts inclued discussion 
of the need for war with Russia 
now and mentioned trips Grow 
allegedly made to study Russian 
military defense installations. 

The Army said a Soviet agent 


got hold of the diary while Grow | 


was on a visit to Frankfurt, in 
the United States zone of Ger- 
many, last summer by entering 
the general’s hotel room during 
his absence. 

The Army hastily recalled 
Grow to the United States, with- 
out allowing him to return to 
Moscow; made an investigation, 
and ordered a court-martial on 
charges that (A) He improperly 
recorded classified military infor- 
mation in private records and (B) 


Failed properly to safeguard clas- 
sified military information. 


The court-martial was ordered | 


closed to the public “because of 
the classified nature of much of 
of the evidence.” 


The first day of the court- 
martial at Ft. Meade made it 
amply evident the Army intend- 
ed to keep tight control of in- 
formation. Some reporters and 
photographers were shooed away 
from the building where the trial 
was in progress but later were 
permitted to stand outside the 
building. But, they were told, 
they must not approach or talk 
to members of the court. 

The Army also declined to 
identify witnesses.

RESBARCH. We favor con- 
tinued and vigorous support, from 
private and public sources, of. re- 
search into the causes, prevention 
and cure of disease. 

MEDICAL EDUCATION. We 
advocate federal aid for medical 
education to help overcome the 
growing shortages of doctors, 
nurses, and other trained health 
personnel. 

HOSPITAL AND HEALTH 
CENTERS. We pledge continued 
support for federal aid to hos- 
pital construction. We pledge in- 
creased federal aid to promote 
public health through preventive, 
programs and health services, 
especially in rural areas. 

COST OF MEDICAL CARE. 
We also advocate a resolute at- 
tack on the heavy financial haz- 
ard of serious illness. We recog- 
nize that the costs of modern 
medical care have. grown to be 
prohibitive for many millions of 
people. We commend President 
Truman for establishing the non- 
partisan commission on the health 
needs of the nation to seek an 
acceptable solution of this urgent 
problem. 

HOUSING. We pledge our- 
selves to the fulfillment of the 
programs of private housing, pub- 
lic low-rent housing, slum clear- 
ance, urban, redevelopment, farm 
housing and housing research as 
authorized by the Housing Act of 
1949. 

We deplore the efforts of spe- 
cial interests groups, which them- 
selves have prospered through 
Government guarantees of hous- 
ing mortgages, to destroy those 
programs adopted to assist fam- 
ilies of low-income. 
ADDITIONAL LEGISLATION. 
We pledge ourselves to enact ad- 
ditional legislation to promote 
housing required for defense 
workers, middle income families, 
aged persons and migratory farm 
laborers. 
VETERANS’ HOUSING. We' 
pledge ourselves to provide spe- 
cial housing aids to veterans and 
their families. 

EDUCATION. Every American 
child, irrespective of color, na- 
tional origin, economic status or 
place of residence should have 
every educational opportunity to 
develop his potentialities. 

Local, state and federal gov- 
ernments have shared responsi- 
bility to contribute appropriately 
to the pressing needs of our edu- 
cational system. We urge that 
federal contributions be made 
available to state and local units 
which adhere to basic minimum 
standards. 

The Federal Government should 
not dictate or control educational 
policy. 


We pledge immediate consid- 
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advocate the strongest penalties 
against those who try to exert 
improper influence, and against 
any who may yield to it. 

DEMOCRACY. IN FEDERAL 
ELECTIONS. We advocate new 
legislation to provide effective 
regulation and full disclosure of 
campaign ‘exyenditures in elec- 
tions to federal office, including 
political advertising from any 
source. 

We recommend that Congress 
provide for a non-partisan study 
of possible improvements in the 
methods of nominating and elect- 
ing Presidents and in the laws 
relating to presidential succes- 
sion. Special attention should be 
given to the problem of assuring 
the widest possible public par- 
ticipation in presidential nomina- 
tions. 

STRENGTHENING BASIC 
FREEDOMS. We will continue 
to press strongly for worldwide 
freedom in the gathering and 
dissemination of news and for 
support to the work of the United 
Nations Commission on Human 
Rights in furthering this and 
other freedoms. 

EQUAL RIGHTS AMEND- 
MENT. We recommend and in- 
dorse for submission to the Con- 
gress a constitutional amendment 
providing equal rights. for women. 

PUERTO RICO. Under Demo- 
cratic party leadership, a new 
status has been developed for 
Puerto Rico. This new status is 
based on mutual consent and 
common devotion to the United 
States, formalized in a new Pu- 
erto Rico constitution. We -wel- 
come the dignity of the new 
Puerto Rican commonwealth and 
pledge our support of the com- 
monwealth, its continued develop- 
ment and growth. 

ALASKA AND HAWAII. By 
virtue of their strategic geograph- 
ical locations, Alaska and Hawaii 
are vital bastion in the Pacific. 
These two territories have con- 
tributed greatly to the welfare 
and economic deyelopment of our 
country and have become inte- 
grated into our economic and 
social life. We therefore urge 
immediate statehood for these 
two territories. 

OTHER TERRITORIES AND 
POSSESSIONS. We favor in- 
creased self-government for the 
Virgin Islands and other outlying 
territories and the trust territory 
of the Pacific. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


We favor immediate home rule 
and ultimate national representa- 
tion for the District of Columbia. 


AMERICAN INDIANS. The 
American Indian should be com- 
pletely integrated into the social, 
economic and political life of the 
nation. To that end we shall 
move to secure the prompt final 
settlement of Indian claims and 
to remove restrictions on the 
rights of Indians individually and 
through their tribal councils to 
handle their own affairs. 


We favor the repeal of all acts 
or regulations that deny to In- 
dians right or privileges held by 
citizens generally. 


CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERN- 
MENT. The Democratic party has 
demonstrated its belief in the 
Constitution as a charter of in- 
dividual freedom and an effective 
instrument for human progress. 
Democratic administrations have 
placed upon the statute books 
during the last 20 years a multi- 
tude of measures which testify 
to our belief in the Jeffersonian 
principle of local control, even 
in general legislation involving 
nationwide programs. Selective 
service, social security, agricul- 
tural adjustment, low rent hous- 
ing, hospital, and many other 
legislative programs have placed 
major responsibilities in states 
and counties and provide fine 
examples of how benefits can be 
extended through federal-state co- 
operation.

Our record and our 
clear commitments in this plat- 
form measure our strong faith 
in the ability of constitutional 
government to meet the needs of 
our times. :

In order that 
the will of the American people 
may be expressed upon all legis- 
lative proposals, we urge that ac- 
tion be taken at the beginning 
of the eighty-third Congress to 
improve congressional procedures 
so that majority rule prevails and 
decisions can be made after rea- 
sonable debate without being 
blocked by a minority in) either 


house. 
CIVIL RIGHTS.

the individual rights and liberties 
of all Aniericans.

MEDICAL BUILDING 
SPOT ZONING SAID 
TO BE UNNEEDED 


Plan Board Says Present 
Commercial Area is 
Sufficient for Barnes 
Project. 


Commercially zoned areas near 


the Washington University med- 
jeal center were already adequate 
for medical office -building pur- 
poses at the time the Board of 
Aldermen spot-zoned the south- 
east corner of Kingshighway and 
West Pine boulevard last April, 
the City Plan Commission report- 
ed yesterday. , 

The commission report was on 
a staff study of the area, with 
respect both to zoning and auto- 
mobile parking, ordered . last 
March after plans for the 17-story 
medical building, with the accom- 
Panying zoning change from mul- 
ti-family to commercial, were an- 
nounced. 

Questionnaires sent to physi- 
cians by the commission staff dis- 
closed that “only a limited num- 
ber of doctors expressed any de- 
sire for quarters within the area,” 
the report said, adding that the 
Barnes Hospital group plans to 
- provide separate office facilities 
for members of its own staff. 
Cites Present Commercial Areas. 

“There might be a demand for 
a total of 40,000 to 50,000 square 
feet of office space which could 
be provided within areas present- 
ly zoned commercially,” the com- 
mission said. Sites referred to 
are vacant lots at the northeast 
and southeast corners of Euclid 
and Audubon avenues. 

A suit to bar construction of 
the $4,000,000 office ‘building at 
Kingshighway and West Pine and 
to void the spot-zoning ordinance 
was filed in circuit court last 
month by owners of neighboring 
apartment houses. 

The commission had recom- 
mended disapproval of the spot- 
zoning bill but the aldermen dis- 
regarded the recommendation 
and Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
signed the measure April 7. 

Parking Facilities. 

Discussing parking facilities in 
the hospital center area the com- 
mission said they appeared to be 
ample “if properly developed 
and regulated.”’ 

There is need, however, for re- 
arrangement of use of much of 
the curb parking space, with re- 
striction of parking on Euclid 
and Hospital Hill drive, installa- 
tion of 210 parking meters and 
further development of five ex- 
isting parking lots, the report 
said. 

“Future building programs for 
the area Will nécessitate develop- 
ment of at least four new park- 
ing lots, erection of a multi- 
level parking structure and in- 
troduction of diagonal parking on 
Audubon and Parkview avenues 
between Euclid and Kingshigh- 
Way,” it was stated,

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NEHRU SAYS INDIA 
WILL GIVE KASHMIR 
LIMITED SELF RULE 


NEW DELHI, July 24 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
told Parliament today the Indian 
government. has agreed to grant 
disputed Kashmir a large measure 
of self government within the In- 
dian Union. 

Reporting on his week-long 
talks here with Kashmir Premier 
Sheik Mohammed Abdullah and 
members of his government, 
Nehru said “Kashmir’s accession 
to the Indian government is com- 
plete in law and fact—it is a part 


1 of India.” 


Pakistan has bitterly contested 
Indian claims to the northern 
princely state, mcst of which In- 
dia now controls. The United Na- 
tions hopes to settle the quarrel 
with an eventual Kashmir plebis- 
cite. Abdullah came to New 
Delhi seeking recognition of his 
claims to home rule in internal 
matters, 


Nehru told Parliament the 
agreement just completed “natur- 
ally was not final.” He said India 
had agreed to let the Kashmir 
government elect its own head of 
state and to allow it to keep its 
state flag. “though it is under- 
stood the Indian national flag 
will be supreme.”

(AP)—The military coup in Cairo 
ends months of indecisive ma- 
neuvering of Egypt’s Government 
by King Farouk I. 

It holds a possibility of trouble 
for the royal reign in the ancient 
Nile kingdom. 

The army’s new commander-in- 
chief, Maj. Gen. Mohammed Na- 
guib, apparently heads a strong 
army faction built around a group 
of younger officers who had been 
bitterly, though secretly, op- 
posed to the King. 

Officers’ Underground. 

It has been common knowledge 
in Cairo for several years that 
there was such an underground 
faction in the officers’ corps, dis- 
illusioned by reports of graft and 
palace favoritism. 

On the other hand the ex-tom- 
mander-in-chief, Gen. Mohammed 
Haidar, headed an old guard loyal 
to Farouk. Critics charged that 
his troops got faulty arms and 
equipment for the Palestine war 
of 1948. 

Naguib’s announcement that “I 
have asked Aly Maher Pasha to 
take over the Government” indi- 
cated Farouk was not consulted 
about the choice, though he sub- 
sequently agreed to this change 
in the premiership. 

The only internal forces in 
Egypt which could dispute 
Naguib’s coup are police and bor- 
der guards, who are under the in- 
terior Ministry. 

In the recent Government of 
Ahmed Hilaly this ministry was 
headed by Oortada El Maraghy, 
known since the riots of Jan. 26 
as Farouk’s fair-haired boy. El 
Maraghy earlier this year had 
simultaneously held the War Min- 
istry portfolio. It is significant, 
therefore, that Naguib announced 
the army and police will co-op- 
erate to maintain public order. 

British Still There. 

Britain has strong forces based 
in the Suez canal area, despite 
Egypt’s cancellation last fall of 
the treaty authorizing the garri- 
sons. In the event of disorders 
threatening foreigners living in 
Alexandria and Cairo, the British 
might be called on to act.

able debate without being blocked 
by a minority in either House.” 

The Democrats made much use 
of the phrase “majority rule” in 
the convention, but whether it can 
be extended to the Senate in the 
face of certain Southern and pos- 
sible Republican opposition is 
doubtful regardless of any plat- 
form pledge such as this. It is, 
however, an addition to the plat- 
form of 1948 and does strengthen 
the civil rights position by that 
much. 

References to FEPC. 

Here is the way another section 
of the new platform reads: 

“We favor federal legislation 
effectively to secure these rights 
to everyone: the right to equal 
opportunity for employment 
(FEPC); the right to security of 
persons (anti-lynching); the right 
to full and equal participation in 
the nation’s political life, free 
from arbitrary restraints (anti- 
poll tax). We also favor legisla- 
tion to perfect existing federal 
civil rights statutes and to 
strengthen the administrative ma- 
chinery for the protection of civil 
rights.” 

In 1948, a comparable section 
of the platform read: 

“We call upon the Congress to 

. support our President in guaran- 
teeing these basic and fundamen- 
tal American principles: The 
right of full and equal political 
participation, the right to equal 
opportunity of employment, the 
right of security of person, and 
the right of equal treatment in 
the service and defense of our 
nation.” 

The 1948 statement said the 
party was responsible “for the 
great civil rights gains made in 
recent years in eliminating unfair 
and illegal discrimination based 
on race, creed or color... (it) 
commits itself to continuing its 
efforts to eradicate all racial, re- 
ligious and economic discrimina- 

- tion.” 

Action by States Needed. 

The new platform said much 
the same thing, but added that 
action by state and local govern- 
ments as well as private citizens 
was needed in addition to federal 
action. 

It probably would be conceded 
that the new civil rights section 
is stronger than that of 1948, but 
by how much is difficult to say. 
It is also difficult to.say whether 
there is enough added strength 
in “it to have merited al] the 
tumult and the shouting that 
went into its preparation.

One certain result of the “loy- 
alty” pledge, which was promoted 
originally by Presidential candi- 
dates Averell Harriman and Estes 
Kefauver, was that it permitted 
two ambitious and _ energetic 
young men to achieve a place of 
prominence in the convention. 

They were Senator Blair Moody 
of Michigan and Representative 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. of New 
York. Some of the Southerners 
resented the participation of 
these two because Moody, a 
former newspaper reporter, was 
appointed to his seat and was not 
elected, and because Roosevelt 
was first elected on the Liberal, 
not Democratic, ticket. 

Delegate Contests. 

As for the seating of the con- 
tested delegations, days of furious 
argument produced no change 
whatever. The delegations headed 
by Gov. Allen Shivers in Texas 
and Gov. Hugh White in Missis- 
sippi unquestionably were backed 
by a majority of the Democrats 
in their states. Both were anti- 
Administration, anti-FEPC. 

These delegations were seated 
by the Democratic National Com- 
mittee credentials subcommittee, 
by the National Committee, by 
the convention credentials subcom- 
mittee and by the convention. 
The contésting New Deal groups, 
headed in Texas by former Repre- 
sentative Maury Maverick and in 
Mississippi by Mrs. John A. Clark, 
the national committeewoman, 
fought all the way but consist- 
ently ran into a vote about two 
or three to one against them.

Stevenson 
Spared Pain 
Of Campaign 


Has Incurred No 
Political Debts, 
but Will Probably 
Be President.

CHICAGO, July 24. 
Geo. ADLIA STEVENSON will 

go down in history as the 

man who didn’t want to be 
President. He saved himself 
thousands of dollars of campaign 
expenses, months of campaigning, 
and the incurring of political 
debts to all sorts of people, yet 
he will probably end up as Presi- 
dent just the same. 


This, plus the Taft campaign, 
makes a mockery of the Ameri- 
can system of primaries, for, aft- 
er eight steady months of making 
speeches throughout the United 
States, Taft and Kefauver finally 
found two candidates who liter- 
ally didn’t campaign at all clean- 
ing out the chips in the political 
pot. 

Stevenson has been able to ac- 
complish this partly through po- 
litical shrewdness, partly through 
his record as Governor of Illinois. 
On the political side, he had the 
help of one of the most powerful 
Democratic bosses, Jake Arvey of 
Chicago, plus an initial boost 
from Harry Truman. 


At the very same time Steven- 
son was telling the nation he was 
not a candidate, he was sitting 
in a secret huddle with the cam- 
paign manager he had disowned, 
ex-Senator Francis Myers of 
Pennsylvania, together with 
Mayor David Lawrence of Pitts- 
burgh, Congressman Sid Yates of 
Illinois and Gov. Henry Schricker 
of Indiana.

HERE is true long range significance in the manner of Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson’s first response to the news that the draft- 
Stevenson movement was sweeping the Democratic convention. 


First, as to the response itself, the following phenomena may be 


reported. 


ITEM: When the Illinois dele- 
gation defied Stevenson’s request 
not to vote for him on the early 
ballots, the Governor was genu- 
inely infuriated. His anger was 
such that members of his close 
staff .and family actually feared 
he would bite off his nose to spite 
his face—or in other words, stul- 
tify himself by issuing a Sherman- 
pattern statement. 


ITEM: During the whole of the 
next day, he continued to discuss 
the advisability of issuing such a 
statement, declaring he would 
not run if nominated. He even 
raised the subject in a telephone 
conversation with W. Averell Har- 
riman’s manager, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr., who unsurprisingly 
replied that Stevenson certainly 
ought to make the statement right 
away, 

ITEM: Meanwhile, however, 
with Stevenson’s full knowledge, 
Wilson Wyatt of Kentucky, who 
may well be chairman of the Ste- 
venson campaign, was putting out 
feelers to discover whether Ave- 
rell Harriman and Vice President 
Alben Barkley would join in nom- 
inating the Illinois Governor, At 
the same time, Stevenson was 
complaining that the movement to 
draft him had been premature, 
that there had been no waiting 
for a deadlock to develop, and 
that the nomination would now 
procure him the enmity of the 


other men who had worked so) 


hard to get it. 

On the surface, these facts at 
best seem to be puzzling, and at 
worst appear to impeach Steven- 
son of insincerity in his many 
statements that he did not want 
the nomination. If closely stud- 
ied, however, they instead reveal 
the curious double vision with 
which Stevenson has looked for- 
ward, for many weeks, to the 
present events here in Chicago. 

On the one hand, Stevenson’s 
statements that he did not want 
the Democratic nomination were 
prefectly sincere and honest. The 


motives for his reluctance were 
mixed. A dark estimate of the 
probable pattern of the next four 
years—a difficult personal situa- 
tion—a strong-rooted loyalty to 
his own state—an intellectual’s 
inevitable hesitation in the face 
of too-final commitments—all 
these influences played upon his 
mind with varying power at vari- 
ous times. The only significant 
point, which need not be labored, 
is that Stevenson was wholly hon- 
orable and consistent in saying he 
did not want -the great assign- 
ment, 


On the other hand, Stevenson 
possesses a very high order of 
political astuteness, and because 
he was astute, he clearly foresaw 
that the nomination might be 
thrust upon him, willy-nilly. 
Hence, while seeking anxiously 
to escape the splendid predica- 
ment, he also planned his course 
so that the predicament would be 
as con<ortable as possible if it 
were forced upon him. 

The reasons why Stevenson 
feared he might get the nomina- 
tion, whether he liked it or not, 
are plain to be seen on the face 
of the Democratic party. In brief, 
he was the only candidate who 
looked like a winner, because he 
alone combined all the different 
requirements of record, of char- 
acter, of acceptability to the con- 


flicting party factions, and so on. 

He would have been very fool- 
‘ish, dangerously imprudent, not 
'to face the implications of the 
above facts. He did face them. 
Since he truly did not desire the

Political party platforms are so regularly 
windbag, weasel-worded, vote-catching affairs 
that any improvement is more than welcome. 


In all fairness, it must be said that the Demo- 
crats have adopted a platform for the 1952 
presidential campaign which is often specific 
where the new G.O.P. platform is vague, one 
which is constrictive and positive where the 
rival statement or policies is too often compiain- 
ing and negative. 

This is not to say that the Democratic plat- 


_ form is a perfect statement of political prin- 


ciples. It has its holes. Some of its pledges are 
little better than empty words. Certainly they 
are no more valid than the efforts which are 
designed to translate them into reality. 

* . _ : 


The new civil rights plank, to take up firs 
the most controversial part of the newly adopted 
platform, is a departure from practice in that it 
recognizes the need for a change in senatorial 
rules if a civil rights program is to be enacted. 

The plank for. which Permanent Chairman 
Rayburn obtained prompt approval, with only 
Georgia and Mississippi recorded as voting No, 
is so much vote bait unless and until the Senate 
can change the procedure which now permits 
Southern Senators to talk equal rights legisla- 
tion to death. 

Due to the efforts of such men as Senator 
Lehman of’ New York; the new platform urges 
that action be taken at the outset of the next 
Congress “to improve congressional procedures 
so that majority rule prevails and decisions can 
be made after reasonable debate without being 
blocked by a minority in either House.” 

This makes it a responsibility of the Demo- 
crats to seek to repeal the Wherry amendment 
under which it is almost impossible to control 
filibustering. 

.This plank does not change the rule any more 
than it eliminates the poll tax, establishes the 
right to be protected against lynching or guaran- 
tees the right to equal opportunity for employ- 
ment. But it does stake out an educational 
program within the Democratic party for the 
country, and repudiates those many Republicans 
who joined with the Dixiecrats to put the Wherry 
amendment in force. 

> - * 

Of still more credit to the platform framers 
and the delegates who adopted it is the plank 
on democracy in federal elections. 

This takes notice of the need for improving 
the methods by which presidential nominees are 
chosen and elections conducted. It does not go 
so far as to advocate the national presidential 
primary that many members of Congress have 
proposed, but it does at least recommend that 
Congress conduct .a study of all possible im- 
provements in our system for selecting nom- 
inees. 

The Democrats take credit for leading the way 
toward security in foreign affairs and national 
defense. It is credit to which they are entitled. 
The Truman Doctrine for the containment of 
Communism, the Marshall plan, the North At- 
lantic treaty, the Point IV program, the stand 
against aggression in Korea, the Pacific'security 
treaty, the Mutual Security program—all these 
have been developed since World War II within 
the Truman Administration. The same can be 
said for the restoration of national defense on 
a scale commensurate with safety. 

Foreign aid and national defense cost vast 
sums of money and the Democratic convention 
is commendably forthright when it says that 
while it favors “reducing taxes, especially for 
people with lower incomes,” it “will not im- 
peril our nation’s security by making reckless 
promises to reduce taxes.” 

The platform makes a fair criticism of many 
election-year office seekers when it says “we 
deplore irresponsible assertions that national 
security can be achieved without paying for it.” 

The strong indorsement of U.N. and the ex- 
pression of “full confidence in the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff” are retorts to statements made in the 
G.O.P. convention by Gen. MacArthur and ex- 
President Hoover. These and similar rejoin- 
ders show that the Democratic platform framers 
had one eye on the Republicans all the time 
they worked.

Many planks are repetitions of previous asser- 
tions of party policy. These include the demand 
for repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, a call to 
admit Alaska and Hawaii and an appeal for fed- 
eral aid for education. All these were in the 
Democratic promises four years ago. The Post- 
Dispatch supports the latter two measures 
but as we have said many times the Taft-Hartley 
Act, though it may need amendment to correct 
demonstrated weaknesses, should be kept on the 
books.

Television and the national political conven- 
tions are combining to give the American pub- 
lic some remarkable afternoons, evenings, and 
even very early mornings.

As John 
Crosby put it, “Television is altogether too com- 
plete; it lacks editing.” 

There is no doubt that bolder selection by the 
television editors would improve the quality of 
convention coverage another year. But it will 
take the wholehearted co-operation of the con- 
vention-makers, too. Sessions could start more 
nearly on time. Perfunctory items of the pro- 
gram, such as invocations, presentation of the 
colors, and the musical offerings—ah, yes, more 
especially the musical offerings—could be dis- 
posed of during the non-TV hours. More of the 
significant work of the convention should be 
compressed into the times of the telecasts. 

Some of the set speeches have been good. 
Eleanor Roosevelt's was. Senator Everett Dirk- 
sen’s baiting of the Dewey delegates was a 
piece of political drama of the first magnitude. 

But by and large it is the impromptu proceed- 
ings that are the most interesting—and the 
most significant. Eisenhower and Taft meeting 
after that historic, shockingly sudden first bal- 
lot—Representative Franklin Roosevelt Jr. and 
ment and “Hummon” Talmadge opposing it as 
the witching hours guttered out—such as these 


were moments of the very highest drama, when 
millions of citizens for the first time could see 
political history being made. 

It is pleasant indeed to think of millions of 
citizens, and small citizens-to-be, looking in on 
the convention hall as the two major parties of 
their country move to present them with choices 
for a President and Vice President. But we are

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Recanvass Five Wards 

How accurate was the Election Board's recent 
canvass of registered voters in St. Louis? The 
question arises from the board’s wholesale trans- 
fer of election clerks in certain politically sensi- 
tive wards prior to the canvass. And it has been 
brought into sharp focus by the findings of 
Post-Dispatch reporters. 

Before ordering the transfers, the board had 
ample warning that such action would tend to 
encourage error in the canvass, and perhaps 
even make possible widespread ghost voting in 
the Aug. 5 primary. Even with the best of in- 
tentions, clerks assigned suddenly to precincts 
totally strange to them were almost sure to 
make mistakes.. The Election Board calmly ig- 
nored this obvious danger. 

The question now becomes one of measuring 
the extent of errors in the canvass, and Post- 
Dispatch reporters have given a clue. In a door- 
to-door check of 3466 persons listed as voters in 
the Eighteenth Ward, 165 irregularities were 
found. This is an error of almost 5 per cent. 

Spot checks in other wards suggest that sim- 
ilar errors have been made there. 

If this is a fair sample and the error is applied 
to the total city registration of 390,000, the indi- 
cation is that the voting lists may include some 
19,500 names that should have been struck off 
in the canvass. At that rate, the size of the po- 
tential ghost vote is one in every 20 legitimate 
electors. And in the two most recent comparable 
state primaries, those of 1950 and 1948, fewer 
than half of those persons registered actually 
went to the polls. ; 

The Election Board has ordered a recanvass 
of those precincts in which reporters uncovered 
the discrepancies. But surely it is not enough 
for the Board simply to confirm the errors that 
have already -been pointed out. If there are 
errors in some precincts there may ors 
in others. — 

The Board’s duty is plain. It should order a 
complete recanvass of all the precincts in the 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
wards. Only by such action can the Board as- 
sure the public that the voting lists in the crucial 
wards are sound and accurate.

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. A New Stab at Spaghetti 

Where the obviously hopeless difficulties of 
life are concerned, men continue to be incur- 
able optimists, Take, for example, the eating 
of spaghetti. There is no satisfactory solution 
of this gastronomical-engineering problem. 

Of course, various techniques have been im- 
provised. There is the roll-around-a-fork at- 
tack, and it has a number of refinements. The 
fork may be used alone or in conjunction with 
a spoon. But whatever the method, the result 
generally is a slurp or a stain on the shirt-front, 
or both. 

Now comes Philippe Piche of Quebec with a 
modern approach to the problem. He puts his 
trust in a gadget, a specially designed fork for 
which he has just been granted United States 
Patent 2,602,996. This fork has a wheel in the 
handle which, when ruBbed with the thumb, 
twirls the fork’s tines. Rotation of the tines 
is to be continued until the morsel is safely in 
the mouth. 

Regretfully, we take a dim view of the innova- 
tion. It represents no more than the old twirl- 
ing fork method with an added complication. 
Few thumbs have the dexterity demanded by 
this invention. Some may acquire thé skill: 
but the more proficient they become, the 
greater will be the centrifugal hazards. Mr. 
Piche probably did not even think of those.

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Overhauling Radio Law 

President Truman has signed the McFarland 
bill, which ought to stiffen the back of federal 
radio law in at least one important respect. 

This is the first major overhauling of radio 
legislation since the 1934 Communications Act. 
It is not ideal, and naturally does not satisfy 
both the Federal Communications Commission 
and the radio and television industry. But it 
does add some of the experience Of 18 years to 
the way the FCC does business. 

One example is a provision allowing the com- 
mission to issue cease and desist orders, enforce- 
able in the courts. Until now the only way the 
FCC could enforce its rulings was to revoke or 
withhold radio and TY station licenses. 

This amounted to power to destroy a business, 
and was so extreme that the FCC rarely invoked 
such authority.’ Consequently the commission 
sometimes issued opinions and standards which, 
though they -aroused howls of protest from in- 
dustry, could comfortably be ignored, |

Throughout the campaign voters are 
going to hear plenty about FEPC, which 
has become a virtual synonym for civil 
rights affecting Negroes and other minori- 
ties. Yet how many voters know what

FEPC means? Chances are a lot of per- 
sons have never been able to sort it out 
from the welter of alphabetical agencies. 


FEPC stands for fair employment prac- 
tices commission. The fight is over two 
questions: Shall Congress create such a 
commission? If it does, how much power 
shall the commission have? 


The key points of FEPC bills that have 
been before Congress are these: 


.1. The legislation forbids discrimination 
by employers and labor unions because of 
race, religion, color, national origin or 
ancestry. Such discrimination applies to 
hiring and firing and working conditions. 

2. The legislation would set up a com- 
mission of five members appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate. 
This commisison would be empowered to 
investigate written complaints in an effort 
to eliminate discriminatory practices by 
conference, conciliation and persuasion, 
but if that fails to issue cease and desist 
orders. Persons served with such orders 
could appeal to the courts. 

3. The legislation would apply only in 
interstate commerce and to labor unions 
or employers of 50 persons or more. States 
and municipalities would be exempt, but 
not the Federal Government. 

President Roosevelt created a wartime 
FEPC by executive order, but it had no 
enforcement powers. It died in 1946 when 
Congress failed to vote it funds. 

In 1949, 1950 and again this year, FEPC 
bills have been before Congress. (In an 
effort to get rid of the FEPC stigma, the 
current version is dubbed FEOFE for “fed- 
eral equal opportunity for employment” 
commission. ) 

Only in 1950 did a bill get anywhere. 
That year the House approved a toothless 
version but the Southerners in the Senate 
would have none of it. By parliamentary 
maneuver and filibustering, they defeated 
it without letting it come to a vote. 

The Republicans “hedged” on FEPC 
this year. They had a strong fair employ- 
ment plank in their 1948 platform, and so 
did the Democrats. But in adopting theirs 
the Democrats lost support in the Deep 
South. The Dixiecrat delegates “took a 
walk” and formed their own party which 
carried four states and kept 39 electoral 
votes from Mr. Truman. 

The 1948 fight is on again. There is 
principle involved in FEPC—but there are 
big blocs of votes, too.

Between Book Ends 


Blueprints for Ideal W orld 


THE QUEST FOR UTOPIA, by Gienn Negley and 
J. Max Patrick. (Henry Schuman, 608 pgs., $6.75.) 
The search for a better social order is 

a perpetual concern of mankind. Rela- 
tively few believe that man has realized 
all his potentialities, or that the ways of 
life he has discovered are, finally, the best 
for fostering his spirit and gratifying his 
desires. Thus has arisen a large litera- 
ture of speculation, imaginatively present- 
ing what the world might be like if a dif- 
ferent order prevailed. 

Some of these books are readily avail- 
able, having never receded from their 
popularity. From Plato’s “Republic” to 
Edward Bellamy’s “Looking Backward,” 
they have held audiences with their vision 
of perfect states, monarchical, aristocratic, 
democratic, or socialistic. Not all these 
imaginary societies are well known or ac- 
cessible. Professors Negley and Patrick 
miake available to us, through selections, 
twenty-five imaginary societies. Of these, 
some need to be better known; but the 
inaccessibility of others can be seen as in- 
convenient only to the most resolute stu- 
dent of the imaginary commonwealth.

Reading this book, one is impressed 
that the chief defect of all such societies 
is that they are created by one man alone. 
Thus they embody his prejudices, his be- 
liefs, his way of life. And they are no 
better certainly than his best thinking. 
Lacking the gradual growth of huwu- 
man societies. they lack the functional 
character of the true social organization. 
That is, they are in no real sense social. 
They are the abstract dreams of theorists, 
and wunrealizable in anything like their 
original form. 

To say this, however, is not to deny 
their influence and importance. Such 
imaginary societies influence those whose 
work concerns real societies. They mold 
the ideas of such men, state their 
point out possible ways of implementafion. 
At their best. they move in the direction 
of fuller realization of human potential- 
ites, and of the dream of humanity freed 
from fear, hatred, and want. At their 
worst, they restrict, and try to make all 
men after the image of their author. 

In general, a major defect of these so- 
cieties is that their inhabitants seem to 
lack the delightful variety of the world 
as it is. Accepting what is best in such 
societies, we need above all to remember 
that in uniformity there is peril for the 
free, open, experimental social order. Giv- 
en our present belief in individual values, 
we will have to accept the disorder these 
values necessitate, rather than the speci- 
ous orderliness — by the authors of 
these imaginary utopias.

LAMMOT DU PONT, 
INDUSTRIALIST, DIES 


Youngest of Three Brothers 
Who Led in Developing 
Big Chemical Company. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., July 24 
(AP)—Lammot du Pont, one of 
three brothers who led the devel- 
opment of the modern E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co. chemical 
{industry from what 150 years 
ago was a small black powder 
factory, died today at a hospital 
here. He was 71 years old. 

Mr. du Pont had been ill for 
several weeks and had been tak- 
en to the hospital recently from 
his summer home on Fischer's 
Island, N.Y. 

The youngest of three brothers 
who built up the mighty indus- 
trial domain was president of the 
company for 14 years. He headed 
it from 1926 to 1940, succeeding 
his brothers, Pierre and Irenee in 
that position. From 1940 to 1948 
he was chairman of the board. It 
was during that period the du 
Pont company was called upon to 
use its scientific skills in helping 
to make A-bombs and Lammot 
shared in many of the important 
decisions. 

I was under his direction that 
the du Pont company began the 
research that led to the synthesis 
of nylon and neoprene, the first 
practical all-purpose synthetic 
rubber. 

Lammot du Pont was born near 
Wilmington Oct. 12, 1880, and was 
named for his father, who was 
the first American to build a dyn- 
amite plant. Mr. du Pont followed 
hisbrothers to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, from 
which he was graduated in 1901. 
He went to work at the du Pont 
company a year later and became 
general superintendent in the 
black powder department in 1913. 

He was elected a director and 
member of the executive com- 
mittee in 1915, and, in 1926 pres- 
ident, upon the. resignation of 
Irenee du Pont. 

He was married four times. His 
first wife, Natalie D. Wilson of 
Witmington, died in 1918, leaving 
three sons and five daughters. 
His second wife, Bertha Taylor of 
Reading, Pa., died in 1928. His 
third marriage to Mrs. Caroline 
Hynson Stollenwerck of Scars- 
dale, N.Y., ended in divorce. In 
1933, he married Margaret A. 
Flett, of Racine, Wis. They had 
two sons,

“Mrs. Carpenter told this writer 
. . . that she and her daughter 
find themselves in one of life’s 
great dramatic conflicts.

“*We think the Democrats 
have been in there long enough. 
My daughter and I want them 
out. How can Adlai get all those 
unnecessary people out of office?”

Adlai is a fine man, a wonderful 
Governor and a great American. 

“*T agreed with every word he 
said in his. speech opening the 
convention that this election re- 
volves around causes, not person- 
alities. The issues at stake are 
greater than the leaders of the 
parties. 

Not a ‘Truman Democrat.’ 

“*We think the country will be 
ruined if the present Democrats 
remain in power. We know that 
Adlai is a great liberal and not a 
Truman Democrat. 

“*But we are in a great quan- 
dry at this moment. We really 
can’t say just what we would do. 


| All along my daughter has been 


determined that there should be 
a change in parties.’ 

“Mrs. Carpenter said that po- 
litical differences were at the 
foot of the separation between 
her daughter and Gov. Stevenson. 
She said that in the years they 
lived together, their interests be- 
came divided and her daughter 
became nervous and unhappy un- 
der the rough-and-tumble exist- 
ence of the Democratic way of 
life in their home. 

“‘My daughter and Adlai are 
the best of friends,’ she continued. 
‘We all talk together and discuss 
matters as friends. But we can’t 
agree. 

‘A Wonderful Man.’ 

“‘Do not be surprised at the 
amazing rumors that are going 
around about Adlai. He is a won- 
derful man and he would make a 
great President if he were not a 
Democrat. He has a fine mind, 
an understanding heart, charm, 
wit and an engaging personality. 
And he is devoted to his family 
and my grandsons.’ 

“Mrs. Carpenter said that it 
was a great pity that Adlai and 
her daughter found life together 
incompatible, especially in the 
light of a destiny that may send 
her ex-son-in-law to the White 
House. 

“‘The gossip that goes around 
is as absurd as it is startling. 
And after the nomination, you 
will hear more, but the stories 
are untrue.” 

“Asked if there were a pos- 
sibility of a reunion between the 
Governor and her daughter, Mrs.

LOS ANGELES, July 24 (AP) 
—Frank Filan, Associated Press 
photographer whose dramatic pic- 
ture of Japanese bodies on bomb- 
blasted Tarawa won him a Pulitzer 
prize in 1944, died last night of a 
brain tumor, He was 47 years old.

It arises from the 
hard fact that Mr. Truman, a 
Democratic President with a nom- 
inal Democratic majority in both 
houses, has lost control of legis- 
lation to a combination of Taft 
Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats. In the Eighty-second Con- 
gress, according to a count made 
by the “Congressional Quarterly,” 
this combination defeated the Ad- 
ministration forces on seven out 
of eight key votes in the House, 
and on six out of 10 in the Senate. 

It is not surprising that the Ad- 
ministration would like to do 
something about the Southern 
Democrats. But nothing that Sen- 
ator Moody and his men have 


alty pledge, cloture, and an “un- 
compromising” platform—has any- 
thing to do with the fact that so 
many Southern Democrats think 
more like Taft than like Truman. 
Reading the Southern Democrats 
out of the party will not provide 
the Truman forces with a loyal 
congressional majority.

That sort of thing 
cannot be done under the Ameri- 
can political system, which in this 
vital respect is fundamentally dif- 
ferent from any that prevail in 
continental Europe.

CHICAGO. 


HERE has been more bark than bite in the factional fighting 
at Chicago. That is because there is a manifest majority which 
is not engaged in the fighting. There is no evidence at all of a 
real spit between the North and the South. The fight has been 
waged by politicians, not of the first rank in power and influence 
and operating from local, not even from sectional, constituencies. 


There is no way that a national 
convention can issue effective or- 
ders to the party in a state. The 
national convention does not own 
the state parties. They are not 
its creatures. In fact the national 
convention is itself a federal con- 
gress of these state parties. 

The parties in the states can 
be induced, seduced, persuaded, 
and pushed. But they cannot be 
compelled—not when it is made 
unmistakably plain that they are 
being compelled. 


One Way Out. 


What this comes down to in the 
end is that in a heterogeneous 
coalition there is no substitute for 
national leadership by the Presi- 
dent. Senator Moody and the 
Americans for Democratic Action 
will not be able by motions, ma- 
neuvers, roll calls, pledges and 
planks to make up for the fact 
that President Truman has not 
known how to hold together the 
national coalition which President 
Roosevelt formed. 

Truman has not known how to 
transcend the pressure of the fac- 
tions. He has known only how to 
antagonize them or to yield to 
them. And as a result he has be- 
come the rallying point pro and 
con of factionalism in the Demo- 
cratic party, not the custodian of 

- national leadership. Le, 

The only way out of the diffi- 
culty is the one that is obvious to 
the great majority of the conven- 
tion. It is to nominate Stevenson, 
giving to him the national leader- 
ship and control of the party, and 
thus to bypass the quarrels which 
result much less from great pub- 
lic issues than from a general 
break-down of leadership in the 
Administration. 


Not Coy but Wise. 


There is no doubt, I think, that 

from the beginning Stevenson has 
seen the reality of the situation 
with extraordinary objectivity and 
penetration. He has not been coy. 
He has been wise in realizing 
what after 20 years in office it 
would mean to take over the 
leadership of the Democratic 
arty. 
It could be done only under 
conditions which, if not unique 
in politics, are very rare indeed. 
The new leadership had to draw 
its strength from the mass of 
the party, not from the outgoing 
President. There was no value in 
the kind of nomination for which 
Vice President Barkley was, so 
cynically and so briefly, consid- 
ered. 

The new leadership had to be 
drafted. It could not be appointed 
from the White House. A draft, 
as everyone knows, is almost 
never genuine. In the case of 
Stevenson, if he is nominated, 
there will have been a genuine 
draft. 

He’ will have been drafted be- 
cause the party needs the man 
more than he desired the of- 
fice. To have known this is the 
mark of wisdom. To have adhered 
to it is the mark of great public 
virtue. If Steverson is nominated 
under these conditions, he can, 
therefore, assume the leadership 
entirely in his own right, quite 
uncommitted to any faction.

Zatopek was the first dou- 
ble winner of the games, but Mal 
Whitfield of Columbus, O.., start- 
ed on his way to twin titles by 
leading the qualifiers in the 400- 
meter dash. He won the 800 
earlier this week. 


Too, the United States also has 
hopes of a 1-2-3 sweep in this 400, 
for Gene Cole of Lancaster, O., 
and Ollie Matson of San Francis- 
co also won their first-round 
heats. Whitfield’s time was 48.6, 
Cole’s 48.3 and Matson’s the best 
of the three, 48.1. 

The three Yank 400 men later 
moved into the semifinals—but 
not so easily as they gained the 
second round. Matson was second 
to George Rhoden of Jamaica in 
47.2 and Cole second to Herb 
McKenley of Jamaica in 47.4 But 
Whitfield triumphed again in the 
second round in 47.6. 

Jozsef Csermak of Hungary 
hung up a new world’s hammer 
threw record when he heaved it 
60.34 meters (197 feet 11.64 inches) 
to win that gold medal, This also 
counts as an Olympic record, of 
course. Mrs. Zatopek and her hus- 
band racked up the other Olym- 
pic records. 

The United States didn’t get a 
point in the hammer. Sam Felton 
of New York finished eleventh 
with 174 feet, 11.28 inches and 
Robert Backus of New York, thir- 
teenth, with 170 feet 11.76 inches. 
Martin Engel of New York was 
eliminated for fouls. 

No man since 1912 had won 
both the 5000 and 10,000 meters, 
but today Zatopek—with a late 
spurt in the last few hundred 
yards—broke loose from a pack 
of four to win this three-plus- 
miles grind. He will try for a 
third thampionship in the mara- 
thon later this weex, and the nine 
minutes he clipped off the 1948 
winning time today makes him 
look as dangerous as ever. 

Drama in Women’s Hurdles. 

Mrs. Zatopek set her javelin 
mark after Aleksandra of Russia 
had twice before beat the old 
record in early throwing. But 
even considering the husband- 
wife team, the drama for women 
today was in the hurdles where 
Mrs. Blankers-Koen suffered not 
only a defeat—but a broken heart. 

She did not win a heat in these 
games.

Stevenson never aspired to be 
Governor of Illinois. He wanted 
to be a United States Senator and 
in 1947 he finally made the big 
decision. Corporate law had no 
attraction for a young man who 
had seen two wars, a vast fi- 
nancial panic and the threat of 
a third world war. 

He dropped out of his plush 
law firm for good, systematically 
set about wooing Chicago boss 
Jacob M.*Arvey for a place on 
the Democratic ticket. Arvey is 
a shrewd politician who sensed 
that postwar America was get- 
ting fed up with political hacks 
in high publie office, therefore 
he adopted Robespierre’s famous 
remark that “There goes my mob 
down the street, I must rush to 
their helm and lead them.”

nomination, he could not possibly 
get it except by a genuine draft. 
That meant that if nominated, he 
would receive the nomination 
without any obligations to any 
one.

PARIS, July 24—Plans which 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower had 
tentatively approved for massive 
joint Allied military maneuvers in 


Germany this September have 
been quietly dropped by the new 
supreme Allied commander, Gen, 
Matthew B. Ridgway. 

Under the new plan, United 
States, British, French, Belgian 
and Dutch forces, with smaller 
units from Canada, Norway and 
Denmark, will engage in separate 
maneuvers in turns in September. 

No official explanation is being 
given, but it is apparent that a 
unified maneuver would upset the 
deployment of these forces defen- 
sively and throw them momen- 
tarily “off balance” at a time 
when Soviet forces also conduct 
maneuvers in what could be at- 
tack formations against the West.

UICY berry pies, cool melon 

balls, peach cobbler topped 

with whipped cream—no won- 
der they call it “the good old 
summertime.” Stroll through the 
markets these days and you will 
find your dessert problems solved 
for you by the colorful array of 
fruits. 

Bing cherries at modest prices, 
Duarte plums (the large Japanese 
type plum with the dark red 
flesh), Bartlett pears—a wonder- 
ful accompaniment for lamb when 
broiled, a sophisticated dessert 
when served with cheese; delicate 
little Thompson seedless grapes— 
these and many more await your 
selection. 

Golden apricots are brighten- 
ing up the fruit stands, just as 
glazed apricots can brighten up 
the platter of fried chicken for 
your Sunday dinner. 

Apples from Illinois and Mis- 
souri include the Duchess, 
Wealthy and Transparent varie- 
ties, with some Transparents 
from Michigan which are of out- 
standing quality. 

Cantaloupes are slightly higher, 
but not alarmingly so. California 
cantaloupes are beginning to take 
over as the Arizona ones come to 
the end of their season, and a 
few homegrowns are showing up. 
Improvement in quality and am- 
ple supplies of honeydew melons 
should make them a better buy 
than they have been in the past. 

There are plenty of fine water- 
melons around town. Incidentally 
if the youngsters are drinking 
too many bottles of iced soda 
these warm days, try keeping 
some spears of watermelon in a 
covored jar in the refrigerator 
and encourage them to help them- 
selves for between-meal snacks. 

Peaches have not yet reached 
the peak, but they are coming in 
freely with some good buys in 
the smaller sizes. 

Citrus from Califronia and 
Florida, plus fat little blueberries, 
round out the fruit actute. 


at the vegetable counters, with 

the situation easing on many 
items which were hard to find or 
expensive. The end of last week 
saw a marked increase in receipts 
so that we are well supplied with 
most vegetables and find some 
bargains showing up here “and 
there. 

Easier in price because of 
heavier supplies are string beans, 
cabbage (including some hand- 
some cabbage out of Iowa which 
is tops in quality), celery, corn, 
cucumbers, peppers and eggplant. 

Still in tight supply. and firm 
in price are cauliflower, broccoli 
and spinach. 

There is an abundance of 
squash on the market—Italian, 
yellow or white, as pleases your 
fancy. 

We have had more homegrown 
peppers, okra, cucumbers (some 
of the small pickling varieties are 
now available), beets, cabbage 
sprouts, corn, bunched turnips, 
endive and escarole. 

Special notice to those who 
“nut up” Bulgarian peppers: some 
showed up on the market last 
week, so keep your eyes open for 
them. 

Most of us have had to pass 
up tomatoes recently because the 
prices were prohibitive, but the 
arrival of quantities of home- 
grown tomatoes has helped the 
situation. However, they are 
showing the effects of the drouth. 
Most of the tomatoes now on 
the market were in the formative 
staged uring the drouth and did 
not grow normally during the ex- 
cessively hot weather. The heavy 
rains forced such rapid growth 
that many are now showing 
growth cracks. As we go into the | 
later season we probably will find 
more of the choice tomatoes, but 
those now available have a fine 
flavor and are perfectly usable 
for all purposes except where ap- 
pearance is important.

There is something about tall 
beverages on hot days that means 
relaxation and when the heat is 
prevalent the best way to beat it 
is by relaxing. 

It is a good idea to keep the 
fixin’s for cool drinks handy. 
With concentrated canned lemon- 
ade, frozen orange juice, bottled 
and canned juices of all kinds 
you have a good beginning. Gin- 
gerale, sweet sodas are other 
additions to the scft drink bar. 
If you don’t want your drink 
watered down after it has stood 
be few minutes, try serving it 
‘with frozen fruit juice cubes. 
|Lemonade cubes can be made by 
‘mixing one can _ concentrated 
lemonade and one can water and 
turning this into the freezing 
tray. If you want to freeze 
maraschino cherries or mint 
leaves or pineapple chucks in the 
cubes, freeze a small amount of 
lemonade mixture in the bottom 
of the trays before adding 
cherries or mint leaves. In this 
way there will be no danger of a 
cube breaking when it is re- 
moved.

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Some He Already Owed 
Lent More on Hearing 
‘Buried Treasure,’ 
Tales, He Claims.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 24— 
Robert L. Knetzer, bankrupt Ed- 
wardsville, Ill., automobile specu- 
lator, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that while he was out of 
jail on court-approved trips séek- 
ing money to payy off creditors, 
he had obtained funds by telling 
false tales of buried treasure and 


hidden assets. 

Knetzer, in city jail here pend- 
ing removal to Springfield, IIl., 
where he faces contempt of court 
charges besides federal indict- 
ments for fraud and perjury, re- 
lated that in some instances: he 
was able to obtain funds from 
persons to whom he already owed 
money by convincing them that 
additional money was necessary 
to finance the recovery of con- 
cealed assets with which to pay 
them off. 

“The truth of the matter is 
that I was broke,” Knetzer said, 
“so I just told people that I had 
money buried away in order to 
get more loans. 1 was trying to 
raise enough to get started up in 
business again. Then I could clear 
myself from all my legal diffi- 
culties and pay everyone off.” 

On five occasions, Knetzer main- 
tined, he convinced skeptical 
prospects that pay-offs were being 
made by bringing the prospects 
separately to various St. Louis 
hotel bars where he said they wit- 
nessed him giving cash pay-offs. 

Knetzer has told the writer that 
pay-offs to two men, whom he 
named, totaled $140,000. Most of 
the money, he said, was paid to 
one of them, usually in St. Louis, 
with the understanding it was to 
be split with the other. The pay- 
ments, he asserted, were made 
between June 1, 1950, and last 
February during seven fund-rais- 
ing expeditions. 

His story of “buried treasure,” 
Knetzer said, not only proved use- 
ful in getting more loans but en- 
abled him to outwit four armed 
men whom he claimed abducted 
him from Springfield jail last 
June 17. One of them, he said, 
was a bogus deputy United States 
marshal who called for him at 
the jail and let him to a blue 
sedan in which the others were 
waiting. 

On a pretext of getting the 
money from its hiding place on 
a lonely farm, he said, he got 


= out of the automobile overpower-

ed one of his captors, and escap- 
ed. He was taken into custody 
by federal authorities here last 
Tuesday. 

Knetzer asserted that the:men 
planned to kill him because he 


=| threatened to inform newspapers 


that he paid for release from 
jail for the money-raising expedi- 
tions. He maintained he was in- 
duced to leave early in the morn- 
ing with the bogus deputy on 
the representation that he was to 
be taken to see a man who had 
arranged for one asset-hunting 
junket.

$3500 from George P. Cheney, 
assistant secretary of the Pitts- 
burgh Plate Glass Co. of Crystal 
City in return for refraining and 
withholding the raising of the tax 
assessment against the glass com- 
pany from $2,600,000 to $4,000,000. 
Cheney testified at a hearing 
before the Jefferson 
Board of Equalization last week 
at Hillsboro that Burgess had |} 
asked for $3500 for his campaign 
fund in return for which he would 
not increase the assessment 
against the glass company. Amos 
Govero, truck line owner and 


mittee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Festus-Crystal City, 
substantiated Cheney’s charges. 
Burgess is a Democratic candidate 


of Herculaneum as his opponent. 
Burgess was given 30 days to 
file an answer to the ouster suit.

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Barkley Text: ‘We Are Continuing a Crusade’ of Peace and Hope | 


CHICAGO, July 24 (AP). 
Here is an unofficial transcript 
of the speech to the Democratic 
mational convention last night 
by Vice President Alben W. 
Barkley: 
Me: CHAIRMAN, Senator Lu- 


cas, delegates and guests of 
this great convention: 


I have been a delegate at large 
from the state of Kentucky at 
every Democratic convention since 
1920. I am more firmly convinced 
of the righteousness of the Demo- 
cratic cause tonight than I have 
ever been before in my entire life. 


I wish first to express my pro- 
found thanks to the honorable 
Frank McKinney, chairman of the 
national Democratic committee, 
for his generous invitation to me 
to address this convention at this 
hour. . 

I am not here as a candidate 
for any office that this con- 
vention can confer. If I were 
here as candidate, I would 
not be here at this hour be- 
cause I recognize the propri- 
eties that ought to prevail 
among men who seek office. 

I am therefore in somewhat the 


situation of the country gentle-, 


man who for many years had 
gone to his county seat every Sat- 
urday in his farm wagon drawn 
by two mules. On all of these 
occasions, he came home intoxi- 
cated. He had a gentle pair of 
mules that knew the way home. 
They drove the wagon home, 
drove up into the locked gate 
and stopped in front of the house. 
Each night the boys would go 
out and unhitch the team and 
take it to the barn and take the 
old gentleman in and put him 
to be. 

On one of these Saturday 
nights, the boys unhitched the 
team, took it to the barn, but 
left their father in the wagon 
bed. As the sun came up over 
the horizon, he aroused himself, 
rubbed his eyes and stood erect. 
He went to the front of the 
wagon and looked out over the 
tongue and saw no mules. He 
went to the rear and looked out 
over the hind gate and saw no 
mules. He went again to the 
front and looked out and said 
to himself,. “I either lost a damn 
good pair of mules or I found 
a damn good wagon.” 

Neither am I here tonight as 
the Vice President of the United 
States though I have the-honor to 
hold tha tdistinguished office. I am 
not here as a delegate from the 
state of Kentucky, though*«] am 
a delegate from the state of Ken- 
tucky. I am here tonight as an 
American, talking to a great body 
of Americans who represent a 
greater body of Americans in- 
terested in what we want to do 
in this great convention. 

And I should like to say to my 
friends of the press and radio 
that I regret that I have no manu- 
script and have therefore been 
unable to give them an advance 
on what I shall say. What I 
shall say, therefore, shall be 
spoken from the heart and not 
from a piece of paper. 

I- have not had time ¢gince I 
received this invitation to write 
a speech and I know from my 
own experience sometimes I make 
a better one when I have never 
written it out. 

My friends, we who today 
represent the Democratic party 
in this convention are charged 
with a profound obligation. 
Millions of men and women are 
at this very hour watching the 
proceedings of this assembly. 
Four years ago, there were 
approximately 1,000,000 tele- 
vision sets in the United States 
with an average of about four 
people looking on in a million 
homes in the land. Today, 
there are 17,000,000 television 
sets in the United States with 
five or six looking on, so that 
tonight and during this entire 
convention, 75 or 90 million 
people will be listening and 
looking at our deliberations 
here in this great convention 
and the television and radio 
will have a more profound 
effect upon the verdict which 
the American people will ren- 
der next November than at any 
other time in the history of this 
nation. 


Four years ago when I had the 


Tights, 


our cause and the truth before 
the American people in 1952, they 
will again respond as they did in 
1948 because they know and you 
know and I know that truth will 
make the people free. They can 
be enslaved only by falsehood. 
It is our duty us Democrats and 
as Americans charged with the re- 


with responsibility of bringing 
government to the people—it is 
our duty and our responsibility 
by every means by which we may 
bring that truth to them, to bring 
it to them in all sincerity so that 
they may know from us, and not 
from our enemies alone, the rec- 
ord of the Democratic party under 
the Roosevelt and Harry Truman 
administrations for the last 20 
years. 

My friends, democracy is not a 
mere political formula. Democracy 
and the yearning for democracy 
among the people, not only of 
America but of the world, is not 
bound by state borders or by na- 
tional borders or international 
boundaries. Democracy and free- 
dom as we understand them and 


‘cumscribed by religious denomina- 
tions; they are not circumscribed 
by economic conditions;.they are 
not circumscribed by race, creed 
'or color either here or elsewhere 
in the entire world. 

“While of course, in part de- 
mocracy and freedom represent 
a political formula, democracy 
and freedom are things of the 
spirit as well as of the mind. 
They are things that appeal to 
the hopes and ambitions and 
aspirations of mankind every- 
where and I believe, as I be- 
lieve that I am standing here, 
and as I believe that this con- 
vention will give to the Ameri- 
can people the next President 
and Vice President of the Unit- 
ed States—I believe that with- 
out regard to form of govern- 
ment, without regard to geo- 
graphy, without regard to: re- 
ligious or racial precedents or 
anything, that 99 per cent of 
the world’s population yearn 
for liberty, yearn for freedom; 
that the shackles that now bind 
them may be loosed from their 
ankles and that they might 
stand before Almighty God and 
before all mankind free, inde- 
pendent men and women. 


We also know that while in 
the first amendment to our Con- 
‘stitution as a part of the bill of 
we have separation of 
‘church and state organically in 
‘this nation, we also know that 
|democracy and religion are hand- 
‘maids that go together and there 
are innumerable instances in the 
lives of every man and every 
woman, every nation and every 
group, where it is not easy to 
determine the difference between 
a man’s civic and his religious 
duties, and we know also that 
in this great nation of ours, 175 
years old, that our democracy, 
our freedom, our civilization and 
our way of life have been founded 
upon and buttressed by our moral 
concept of religion without re- 
gard to @ligious denominations. 

It is that thought of democratic 
inception for which the Demo- 
cratic party, of which you and 
I are members, stand tonight. 
We have been taught to believe 
in and to observe freedom of 
worship, freedom of speech, free- 
dom of the press and freedom 
of assembly. These are the funda- 
mental four freedoms of our de- 
mocracy, of our civilization. 

But, my friends, freedom of 
worship, freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press, freedom 
of assembly, are but idle words 
unless we have freedom of 
thought, that men have the 


sponsibilty of government, charged

heer tonight—that if we can get | right to think and te think out 


loud because of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speaketh. 

I am here tonight, in what brief 
words I can utter, to try to pre- 
sent the spiritual values of de- 
mocracy. I am here tonight in 
no narrow, partisan spirit. I am 
here tonight as an American first 
and a Democrat second. For I 
believe that the principles and 
policies of the program of the 
Democratic party from Thomas 
Jefferson, its founder, to Harry 
Truman, its preserver, are for the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number of American people, and 
if I did not believe that, I would 
join some other party I thought 
did believe in those eternal and 
immortal principles, 

The Republican nominee for 
President of the United States, in 
his acceptance speech, delivered 
from this platform, said that he 
was going to lead a great crusade, 
a new crusade, by the Republican 
party in connection with the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 
Well, if he leads a crusade or if 
the Republican party in this cam- 
paign indulges in a crusade, it will 
be new because théy have never 
yet crusaded for anything that 
meant the welfare of the Ameri- 
can people. 

We are not beginning a cru- 
sade; we are continuing a cru- 
sade. We are continuing a cru- 
sade we began 20 years ago and 
more—a crusade first to lift the 
American people out of the 
depths of a despair which had 
befallen them after 12 years of 
Republican inefficiency, inepti- 
tude and mismanagement in the 
affairs of our nation; a crusade 
to get the farmer out of the 
ditch of despondency, place his 
feet upon the firm foundation 
of economic equality that all 
other groups of our people en- 
joy; a crusade to establish a 
sound and stable banking sys- 
tem; a crusade to give the 
American people honest, free 
and efficient industry; a cru- 
sade to give to labor a new 
charter of liberty so that they 
might have the right, with 
equal power and representation, 
to sit around the council table 
with their employers and adjust 
their differences of wages and 
working conditions fairly and 
honestly in the American spirit; 
a crusade to see that every 
American has a decent home 
in which to live, with not 
only all of the neccessaries 
of life, but some of the lux- 
uries of life as well; a crusade 
to see to it that every child 
born of woman under the Amer- 
ican flag should be born under 
conditions making it fairly easy 
for him to live in normal, 
wholesome atmosphere; with a 
chance for education to prepare 
himself for the burdens and re- 
sponsibilities of life; a crusade 
for all of our people; a crusade 
to preserve the wasted soil of 
our land; a crusade to protect 
our river valleys from destruc- 
tion and waste and damage; a 
crusade to give to every Ameri- 
can farm home the boon of elec- 
tricity and to lift the burden of 
housework from the back of the 
farmer’s wife and give them 
power with which to produce 
the necessaries of life upon 
which we subsist. 

lives happier and freer and fuller, 
but a crusade to bring peace and 
hope and co-operation among the 
nations and the peoples of the 
world so that our inventive genius 
might be turned from the de- 
struction of mankind toward the 
constructive activities that would 
mean a happier, fuller and freer 
life to all mankind in the years 
that lie out before. 

Twenty years we nave waged 
that crusade. Twenty years we 


have built and laid the founda- 
tions of an edifice of equality, of 
justice to all classes of people in 
all parts of our country. During 
that 20 years we have tried to 
build an edifice in which all 
Americans might dwell with pride 
and satisfaction and contentment 
in order that they might not only 
have life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness but that they might 
have life more abundantly, that 
they might have liberty and dig- 
nity and freedom and enjoy it 
and take it to their bosom as free 
men have a right to do. 

In the building of that edifice 
for labor, for agriculture, for hon- 
est business, for banking — in 
building that edifice for interna- 
tional trade and co-operation so 
that the products of American 
labor might find markets among 
the other nations of the earth—in 
the construction of that edifice I 
am proud to have been a humble 
mechanic, laying here a brick and 
yonder a stone and yonder a joist 
and here or there hanging a door 
in order that people might come 
and go freely in that edifice built 
for them. 

I do not know what the fate of 
the world holds for us; I have no 
crystal ball. I am no prophet. I 
cannot see into the future any- 
more than any other man, but I 
know one thing: That in spite of 
their deficiencies, in spite of their 
difficulties, the administrations of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 
Harry S. Truman have given the 
American people a greater share 
in the enjoyment of the fruits of 
their labor than any. other Ad- 
ministrations in the history of the 
United States. , 

Now, I am proud to have been 
given the opportunity by the 
American people to play a hum- 
ble part in that great work, and 
whether I ever hold apother of- 
fice or whether I shall retire to 
the Shades and shadows of private 
life, I shall carry to my dying day 
the cherished memory of that pro- 
gram, and as long as I shall eat 
the bread of life, I shall fight for 
these things in which I believe 
and you believe and in which the 
American people believe. 

So much, my friends, for our 
domestic affairs. So much for the 
work we tried to do for the Amer- 
ican people. Let me dwell now 
for just a moment upon our inter- 
national policies which affect the 
lives and welfare of every home 
and every hearthstone in every 
family, every man, woman and 
every boy and girl under the flag 
of the United States. 

What may happen in the most 
remote and backward part of 
the world may affect our des- 
tiny and our welfare. The 
world today is divided three 
ways. One-third of it living 
under democratic institutions, 
one-third of it living under 
autocratic protalitarianism, and 
one-third standing on tiptoe, 
with shaded eye, scanning the 
horizon to see what the to- 
morrow may bring to them and 
to their children. Twice in a 
generation we have been drawn 
unavoidably into a great world 
war. We have not sought other 
territory. We have not sought 
to take away from any people 
any economic or other right to 
which they have been entitled. 
We have sought peace. We 
have sought democracy. We 
have sought co-operation among 
the nations of the world. 

At the end of World War I, a 
great adventure was launched un- 
der the League of Nations, but it 
became impotent and powerless 
to stop aggression and preserve 
the peace. The League of Nations 
could not stop the Japanese when 
they invaded China. The League 
of Nations could not arrest Mus- 
solini when he invaded Ethiopia. 
The League of Nations could not 
stop Hitler when he went into the 


Rhineland and the Ruhr, into the 
Sudetenland, into the other lands, 
arid across the Polish border and 
brought on World War II. Into 
that war we were drawn, to defend 
our institutions. Into that war 
we were drawn because there was 
no other honorable course that we 
could pursue after the attack up- 
on Pearl Harbor by the treacher- 
ous military clique of the Japa- 
nese empire. 

When our Republicans say that 
under Democratic administrations 
there have been two great world 
wars, I ask them to tell the Amer- 
ican people what they would have 
done if they had been in power 
on Dec. 7, 1941, when Pearl Har- 
bor was attacked by the armies 
of Japan. 


At the end of World War II, we 
asked only for the opportunity 
to begin to organize the world for 
peace through the United Na- 
tions. 

The United Nations tried te 
organize a world of peace, to 
preserve peace, to put down ag- 
gression, and I say, as every 
man and woman in this audi- 
ence and in America knows, 
that if the United Nations goes 
the way of the League of Na- 
tions, the last hope of mankind 
to organize the world for peace 
will perish in our day, and it 
may for a century. 


That is why we are in Ko- 
rea. We are in Korea because 
we pledged our word in San 
Franc that as members of 
the U Nations we would 
come to the defense of any 
member nation under aggressor 
attack anywhere in the world. 

Last November my wife and I 
journeyed into Korea. .I had. my 
Thanksgiving dinner with ourthen 
in uniform in Korea. Two Gays 
later I celebrated my birthday on 
the snowclad mountains of Korea 
with the men in uniform. It was 
the best birthday I ever had, but it 
is not the last one I will ever have 
by a number of years. 


Before we got to the mountain 
beyond the thirty-eighth parallel, 
I said to Gen. Ridgway, “I will 
eat my birthday meal with the 
boys in the front.” 


When we arrived they had ar- 


ranged a tent for me in which to |- 


eat my meal. I said, “I do not 
want to eat in this tent. I want 
to take my place in line with the 
rest of our soldiers, and with my 
mess kit take my share of food 
with them.” 


I got my share of food and on | 
that snowclad mountain we sat | 
eating that | 
food. Over to my right was a/| 
Negro soldier from Birmingham, | 
Ala.; to my left was a white sol- | 
dier from Cincinnati, O.; in front | 
of me was another Negro soldier | 


around in groups, 


from one of the Carolinas, and 


behind me were white soldiers 


from all over the country. 

As I sat there and ate our food, 
I said to this Negro soldier from 
Birmingham, Ala., “How do you 
like it over here?” 

“Well,” he said, “if I had my 
choice, I would rather be back in 
Birmingham, but. if they giveeme 
the green light, I am ready to 
march into that Yalu river, no 
matter what the sacrifice may be.” 

And I listened to that colored 
soldier in the uniform of the 
American army, telling me that 
he was ready, upon the flash of 
the green light te march te the 
Yalu river. I said, “I wish to 
Almighty God I could transmit 
some of his stout heart te some 
of the cowards in our country 
who for some reason—who for 
small and petty political rea- 
sons would make it harder for 
him to march to the Yalu or for 
him te march to any other 
river, which means the defense 
of our institution of civilization 
and the democracy of which we 


are . :

OST conventions brew up a great deal of noise 
M as well as platforms and planks and perspira- 
tion. Today a small survey was taken to de- 
termine whether July of 1952 has been the noisiest 
month in Chicago’s 
history. 

An interview was 
arranged with a long 
time resident of the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel, 
a pigeon who had oc- 
cupied the same suite 
of eaves for a good 
many years. Unfor- 
tunately it transpired 
after the _ interview 
started that the pi- 
geon named Col. Tip- 
pytoes, an experienced 

politician, would say nothing but “No comment.” 
An intermediary (Hugo the Mouse) explained that 
this was because the pigeon had been driven deaf 
by the outbursts of enthusiasm in recent days and 
probably was not hearing the questions. 

Thereupon we sent for the Colonel’s Hearing 
Aide, a Belgian Hare, named Ears Fulsome. Ful- 
some carried a regular convention sign which said:

Stammering Child

SUALLY children learn to talk on time and keep on 
U strengthening their speech powers without too much dif- 

ficulty, but now and then we meet a child who, after talk- 
ing correctly for months, begins to stammer. This worries their 
parents and they begin correcting him, trying to help him get 
out what-he is trying to tell them. 

We find that it is better to overlook the difficulty, say 
nothing about it, iet the child know we are listening with atten- 
tion but not press him to hurry his story. We are careful not 


to look directly at the struggling child, but to seem to attend 
to something other than him while listening.

THESE LITTLE ONES who are building power into their 
speech mechanism often have a rush of ideas which they want 
to express all at once and overload their speech apparatus, 
flood it out with energy, so the speech cannot get through. 
Given time to adjust themselves a bit, to get control of their 
breath and their tongues, relax their muscles of throat and 
voice, they will manage to tell their stories better. When 
their power of control over their speech mechanism is com- 
plete, the difficulty disappears. 

It is unwise to attempt to drill such children in correct 
speech. Let them alone for the most part. Don’t laugh at their 
mistakes, don’t push them to be correct. When they mis- 
pronounce a word or ball up a sentence, say it clearly just once 
and let it go at that. Children who are free of any physical 
speech defect will learn to master their tongues when given 
time. Any pressure on them is likely to delay that mastery. 

Singing helps such children and it is well to sing little 
songs that have easy words and marked rhythms for them. 
Good, too, to chant the nursery rhymes. Mother Goose jingles 
are fine speech exercises if the children are not aware they 
are being used to that end. Any direct teaching is likely to 
make the child self-conscious: about his speech and bring on 
stammering.

ANY DEFECT IN SPEECH should be mentioned to the 
dentist who will examine the child’s teeth and his mouth, to 
learn if there is any cause for treatment of them. Teeth out 
of alignment might cause lisping. Malformation of the jaws, 
or the. palate, might cause a speech defect and the dentist 
knows this. If the essential care is in his field he will say so, 
if not he will direct the parents to the specialist whose field 
it is. : : 

Real speech defects are not common in healthy children. 
Stammering is common enough, being a phase of growth soon 
passed when wisely accepted.

AN OLD TIMER writes to say 
that some years ago he ate an 
oyster loaf.

We could, along with the in- 
formation that it originated about 
1900 out in San Francisco and 
It’s called 


Creole Oyster Loaf, and here's 
how: 

Split a loaf of French bread 
about an inch from the top. That’s 
assuming it’s a round loaf of 
average size, Hollow out the bot- 
tom part, leaving a shell about 
an inch thick. Rub the bread with 
a split clove of garlic and then 
toast it both bottom and top, un- 
der the broiler. 

In the meantime, dip about 
three dozen fresh oysters in 
beaten egg and then roll them 
in highly-seasoned cracker 
crumbs. Fry the oysters in four 
tablespoons each of butter and 
olive oil. Fry them until they’re 
browned and crisp, adding more 
butter and oil if needed. Now 
brush the toasted bread gener- 
ously with melted butter. Put 
the fried oysters in and spread 
over them any good shellfish 
sauce. Cover it with the top of 
the loaf and serve it in thick 
slices. It’s a treat all right. 
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HERE’S ONE, SAYS a reader, 
that'll stop us. Have we a recipe 
for Dutch Babies, which are a 
cross between a pop-over and a 
pancake? 

They'll have to go farther than 
that to stop us. Here it is: Beat 
three eggs until they’re very light 
and add a half teaspoon of salt, 
a half cup of flour and then a 
half cup of milk, beating the mix- 
ture constantly until it’s well 
blended and smooth, 

Now strain the batter through 
a sieve to prevent any lumping. 
Fill buttered muffin or pop-over 
tins two thirds full. Bake them 
in a hot oven for 20 minutes until 
they’re brown and crisp, grad- 
ually reducing the heat to about 
350 degrees. Serve them hot, 
sprinkled with powdered sugar 
and, if you like, almost any kind 
of preserved fruit.

Y HIS own admission, he had 

been “a hard-boiled old troup- 

er, non-believer and sinner 
until the Spirit took hold.” 

When “Doc” Waddell, famed 
bishop of the big top, died last 
week at 88 in Columbus, Ohio, 
the vision of eternity which 
changed his life had prevailed 
for more than four decades. 

His simple, unorthodox evan- 
gelism, tinged with the flam- 
boyance of.his beloved circus, 
had earned him a measure of im- 
mortality in the annals of show 
business and in the more somber 
lists of the men who preach God’s 
word, 

Sword swallowers and midgets, 
equestriennes and clowns were 
his regular flock; gangsters, 
gun molls and con men were 
among his “converts.” In his self- 
styled mission as “advance man 
for the Lord,” his pulpit for 
thousands of services was a cir- 
cus-wagon tongue, and his single, 
simple message: 

“Love is the word. Love of 
God and your neighbor. Keep the 
old ‘I’ out of your thoughts. For- 
get yourself.” 

Doc’s real name was William 
Shackleford Andres. A native of 
Portsmouth, Ohio, he was born 
with the taste of sawdust in his 
mouth and boisterous circus mu- 
sic in his ears. Son of a bareback 
rider and a railroad engineer, he 
began'a 50-year circus career at 
the age of nine—a husky, fearless 
kid in copper-toed shoes with a 
yen to be a candy butcher in the 
old John Robinson show. 

On his first circus job, teamed 
with a lad named “Kid” Waddell, 
he acquired the short show name 
that stuck with him through the 
rest of his life. 


ee ee 


EARS later, at 42, when he 
Y turned his back on sin, Doc’s 

voice had been strengthened 
for sermonizing by sideshow spiels. 
Press agentry over a million miles. 
had given him persuasive powers, 
and his own swearing, boozing, 
roistering years along the click- 
ing rails had supplied a backlog 
of telling sermon material. 

For 20 active years as a "circus 
parson,” Doc preached his creed 
to show folk. Paid a chaplain’s 
salary by the big show companies, 
he never passed a collection plate 
among his motley congregation. 
One of his proudest formulas, 
offered freely to other men of the 
cloth, was that near-perfect Sun- 
day School attendance could best 
be maintained by giving the tots 
a penny each instead of collect- 
ing one from them. 

The memoirs of Waddell are 
scattered over the country in 
hundreds of newspaper files. He 
captured the feature editors’ 
imagination repeatedly when he 
hit town with the circus. For 
his favorite sheets, he _ also 
freshened the Waddell files pe- 
riodically with up-to-date data 
against the day when his obituary 
would be written. 

Florid, freely-punctuated and 
enlivened by a circusman’s ad- 
jectives, “Doc’s” running autobi- 
ography showed some discrepan- 
cies as to time and place, but edi- 
tors who knew him accepted the 
experiences as at least highly pos- 
sible. 7 

One such report, bearing Doc’s 
request to “incorporate the ap- 
pended” in his death notice, list- 
ed the three greatest events of 
evangelistic career. 

The outstanding revival in his 
memory was when “Bloody Her- 
rin,” Ill, a town going to the 
devil, and fast, became “Saved 
Herrin” in spectacular style un- 
der the heaven-sent ministrations 
of Doc and a “handful of Gospel 
workers.” 

His greatest sermon, to his 
mind, was at an impromptu 2 
a.m. service during which he of- 
ficiated, under pressure, at the 
burial rites for John Hamilton 
of the Dillinger gang. 
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OC said he sa wsome moist- 
Denea eyes that night, among 

the five grim mobsters who 
heard his wards, but he didn’t 
press the issue of their salvation. 
On the drive back to town in a 
curtained black Cadillac, he did 
get permission to tell the news- 
papers about the weird funeral 
—but with no description of the 
mourners. 

“‘Wouldn’t have been Christian” 
to identify them, Doc commented 
later. “Besides, Old Doc didn’t 
want to wind up like a sieve.” | 

He-had trouble on his “great- 
est” conversion, so he listed sev- 
eral—the bank bandit who be- 
came a Presbyterian minister, the 
“lone parlor” bandit who became 
a successful business man, the 
Arkansas murderess who became 
*‘a beloved Christian woman,” and 
the wineroom waitress and bawdy 
house keeper who was trans- 
formed, under his counsel, into 
“a loyal seeker of the lost.” 

All through his life, Doc re-

vered his mother and urged 
others to similar practice. 

“If distant from your mother, 
write her every day, if iteis only 
the one line, ‘I love you,’” he 
urged. “If with her, do for her 
each day some kindness. If she 
be dead, reveree her memory sac- 
redly and tenderly and do for 
some other mother who lives the 
sweet duty of love and devotion.” 

It was at his mother’s side, at 
his father’s funeral in a Ports- 
mouth cemetery, that Doc re- 
nounced the devil and launched 
his preaching career. 

“I put my arm 
mother and told her, ‘I surren- 
der,,” he would recall. “I 
wrapped up my cussedness and 
wickedness like dirty laundry and 
threw it away.” 

Long before he switched to 
evangelism, Doc had become a 
legend in the show world, and 
his tales spanned many years and 
many changes. When he slipped 
parental ties to join hi§ grand- 
father, horse and elephanf train- 
er with the John Robinson show, 
that circus was in its final season 
of overland, wagon travel. 

The daily shows went on in the 
flickering light of gas chande- 
liers suspended from the quar- 
terpoles, and life on the circus 
lot was rough and tough. 

“Old Uncle John Robinson 
wouldn’t have anyone on the show 
unless they chewed tobacco,” Doc 
remembered, and the young circus 
recruit learned to hold his chew 
expertly in one cheek while he 
ate and drank. 

Skintight gloves with birdshot 
sewed in at the knuckles were a 
circus defense of the day for both 
sexes, and Doc learned to use 
them well. 

“You'd squirt tobacco juice in 
an opponent’s eyes, hand him a 
hard one under the jaw. He'd 
drop, and then you'd give him the 
circus trimming.” 

Though he periodically returned 
to the Robinson troupe, Doc soon 
branched out into other fields. 

Gifted with “deep-seated” 
palms, handy for short-change 
work, he plied the waters of the 
Mississippi with river gamblers. 
He toured the United States with 
the first Edison moving pictures 
in -1896 and with the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons fight pictures the 
next season. 

He was press agent for Frank 
Bostock, “The Animal King,” at 
the Pan-American Exposition in 
Buffalo; joined Col. Fred Cum- 
mins and his Italian congress at 
the first Chicago World’s Fair 
and trouped with Buffalo Bill’s 
Wild. West show and the Sells- 
Floto Circus Beautiful. 

Always shooting for the front 
page, Doc was adept at the novel 
approach. One time in Appleton, 
Wis., six carnival men inthe 
hoosegow had soured the town on 
showmen and Doc was refused a 
line of space, even to make an 
appeal for stake drivers. 

So he inserted a want ad:

“Wanted: Brave men to curry 
lions. Funeral expenses guaran- 
teed. Apply show grounds.” 

He got no lion curriers, nor 
needed none, but there were stake 
drivers aplenty on hand next 
morning and some fine word-of- 
mouth promotion for the show. 

Another time, touring with a 
wild animal show, he inserted 
the advertisement: 

“Wanted: Rats, rats, rats; must 
be alive, in healthy condition. 
Bring to show grounds tomorrow 
morning.” 

Failure to inform the manager 
of his idea caused the imaginative 
press agent some personal hard- 
ship, but plenty of people, with 
and without rats, showed up to 
see the —re. 
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to fit an elephant with shoes, 

ride him into town and send 
a bellhop at the hotel out with 
whiskbrooms to “brush off my 
friend outside.” 

That was always good for a 
couple of paragraphs in a new 
town, Doc contended. 

One trick in flouting the oppo- 
sition that Doc regretted later on 
was the time he switched baggage 
checks so that a rival show hit 
the next town with trunks full of 
corset samples instead of cos- 
tumes. 

“That wasn’t right,” he said in 
recollection. “I wouldn’t do it 
again.” 

During the several recorded 
times in later years that Doc quit 
the big top for quieter ways, he 
talked and worked in missions in 
the slums, in jails and peniten- 
tiaries, churches and schools. 

He did organizing work fer the 

Loyal Order of Moose, served the 
Masonic Employment Bureau for 
a time as secretary and superin- 
tendent, dabbled a bit in politics 
and worked on an Ohio news- 
paper. 
_ He studied law once, not to 
practice it, just to know it. He 
tried the hobo’s life once, for the 
same reason, and declared: 

“The best meal I ever had was 
a handout, which I ate with the 
crosstie of a railroad for my seat 
and table.” 

In 1944, at the age of 81, Doc 
announced a busy season as chap- 
lain for Mills Brothers Circus 
that was to include daily, three- 
minute services for the perform- 
ers just before the opening “spec” 
went on, a Wednesday night 
prayer meeting and two Sunday 
services. 

Doc never saw any incongruity 
between his love for the big top 
and his Godly mission. 

“I’ve found less sin on a two- 
acre circus lot than I’ve found in 
a city block,” he maintained. And 
he was no prouder of the best 
sermon he ever preached than of 
the title the Police Gazette gave 
him in 1890 for his sikleshow 
spieling — “The World’s Cham- 
pionship in Long Distance Talk- 


ing.”

He was ready for death long be- 
fore it came. In 1943, he wrote 
an editor friend in Columbus: 


“Life uncertain — death sure. 
Am 80. Not much longer to stay 
around. When I pass please use 
my favorite picture attached and 
in whatever else you have, kindly 
insert enclosure. My good, loyal 
friend W. E. Figgins, will have 
charge of the funeral service, 
which will be “circusy” all the 
way. Go to him for the facts.” 

The letter ended with Doc’s 
characteristic closing: ‘“Love— 
Good Thot—Prayer.” 


Doc’s long career ended quietly 
July 15, in Franklin County's 
Alum Crest Hospital for the Aged 
—and the man who had done just 
about everything in life he wanted 
to, and more, was denied his last 
request, 


A heart ailment and the strain 
of Doc’s illness had told heavily 
on his grieving wife, a former 
nurse to whom he had been mar- 
ried for 42 years. A few days be- 
fore he died, Doc agreed to a con- 
ventional funeral instead of the 
one he had planned. It would 
have been quite a funeral.

Doc had planned to be buried 
in an inexpensive pine box, cov- 
ered with red, white and blue 
canvas... “inside nice, nothing 
flashy. No flowers upon or 
around it.” 


The flowers, to be kept in an 
adjoining room, were to be sent 
to Ohio Penitentiary after the 
service. There was to be no 
crepe, no weeping... “everyone 
rejoice.” 

Doc’s funeral director, an old 
circus man, had saved a horse- 
drawn hearse for years because 
the old man wanted his body 
taken in it to nearby Springfield 
—and he wanted a newspaperman 
friend to hang a red flag on the 
hearse, if it was daylight, a red 
lantern, if it was night. 

Doc’s funeral in Springfield was 
not “circussy,” but the one he 
wanted was faithfully reported. 
And the old press agent-turned- 
preacher would certainly have 
been pleased with the eulogy of 
the Columbus press: 

“In his own inimitable way, 
Doc Waddell was not only a great 
man, but also a man of God.”

North couldn’t know that the 
four-spade contract could be de- 
feated two tricks on a diamond 
lead by South, and so the five- 
heart bid was logical as an of- 
fensive-defensive action. 


West opened the spade queen; 
East overtook and shifted to the 
king of clubs. South won, took 
a look at the dummy, and said to 
his partner, “Well, there’s no 
point in taking a big set.” Forth- 
with, he led a trump. West 
shifted back .to clubs, and the 
200-point penalty was duly in- 
scribed on the score-pad. 

South proved himself to be a 
very bad mathematician. When 
he led the trump he surrendered, 
whereas by risking an additional 
300 points, he would have” ac- 
quired a fair chance to collect 
850 points. I am referring, of 
course, to the diamond situation. 
At the third trick, South might 
well have steeled himself to take 
thee diamond finesse. With the 
jack holding, South could then 
discard a club on the diamond 
ace, ruff a low diamond, and 
when the king fell, return to the 
board by ruffing a spade. Now 
he could pitch his last club on the 
diamond queen, and if West 
ruffed, he would be wasting his 
trump ace. 


Offhand, it would appear that 
this line of play needed extraordi- 
nary luck, but not so. The early 
play marked East with the A-K 
of spades and very probably the 
K-Q of clubs, so it was not a 
long shot that West held the dia- 
mond king and: the blank heart 
ace.

OME of us ‘wiib have been in 


touch with what is going on 
in certain women’s organiza- 
tions in Europe were surprised 
to find that there ‘was great 
confusion as to the attitude 
taken by American “women 
toward the United Nations. 
As a result of this, a group of 
women representing national 
organizations came _ together 
and presented a statement to 
the United States mission to 
the U.N. This statement seems 
to me so clear and good that I 
want persons who read my col- 
umn to have the benefit of at 
least reading some of the ex- 
— which I have selected be- 
ow.

TWENTY national women’s 
organizations with a combined 
membership of 26,000,000 wom- 
en agreed on this statement. ’ It 
begins by saying: 

“The purpose of issuing this 
statement at this time is to 
combat Soviet woos Blt ng 
against American women and 
their organizations, and to make 
a positive declaration of: belief 
in the United Nations as the in- 
strument for peace. . 


Then followed: “The under- 
signed American Women's or- 
ganizations welcome the estab- 
lishment of the Disarmament 
Commission at the sixth ses- 
sion of the U.N. General As- 
sembly. We wish the Disarma- 
ment Commission every success 
in this long and difficult talks 
of developing eomprehentive, 
co-ordinated plans, under inter- 
national control ‘for the reg- 
ulation, limitation and bal- 
anced production of all armed 
forces and: all armaments, for 
the elimination of all major 
weapons, adaptable to mass de- 
struction, and for the. effec- 
tive international control of 
atomic energy, to insure prohi- 
bition of atomic weapons and 
the use of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes.” 


“Though it may take many 
years to achieve any substan- 
tial reduction in armament, we 
commend this new, realistic ap- 


proach to the disarmament 
problem, representing, as it 
does, a compelling desire for a 
radical limitation and -reduc- 
tion of all armed* forces and 


until greater security against 
aggression has been achieved, 
will not .of themselves bring 
about peace and security. We 
recognize the continuing need 
to alleviate the all-too-prevalent 
conditions of hunger, ill health, 
poverty, illiteracy, which are 
the breeding places for unrest 
and strife. In ‘the belief that 
measures for economic: and so-: 
cial betterment contribute to 
peace, we commend the pro- 
grams for equitable land re- 
form and economic aid to un- 
derdeveloped areas. 

“Qne of the basic policies of 
all our organizations, which 
have long worked for peace, is 
support of the United Nations 
as a means of strengthening 
world peace and freedom. 

“We reaffirm our belief: in 
the principles of the U.N. Char- 
ter, including the obligation of 
member nations to assist, by 
collective measures, victims of 
aggression and to refrain from 
aggression or assistance to ag- 
gressors.” 

It is certainly significant that 
these women should have taken 
the trouble to make this state- 
ment at this time, and I feel 
it important in this country 
that every woman should know 
what these women’s clubs are 
doing in their behalf.

So many icebergs come 
from these glaciers that the is- 
land has been nicknamed “the 
Mother of Icebergs.” 
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
